One 
of the mission workers visited a family 
living in a musty cellar with a wet mud 
floor, no light and no air, and found two 
of the younger children who had been 
badly bitten by rats. ‘“Do you wonder,” 
asks the missionary, “that our soul is sick 
with compassion at the sight of all this! 
Please join with us in prayer and inter- 
cession for these souls.”

out of the four times that he ran. 

We have no doubt that there is an in- 
creasing number of Christian people who 
think and act as our friend does, and we 
have nothing to say against them. But 
we believe that the non-success of Social- 
ism in Russia, and the recent paradoxical 
situation under .the socialist government 
in Great Britain, indicates that the relief 
of the oppressed is not to come from that 
quarter or in that way. In other words, 
it ever there was a time when we needed 
the instruction of the Epistle of James it 
is now. “Be patient therefore, brethren, 
unto the coming of the Lord. . . . Estab- 
lish your hearts: for the coming of the 
Lord is at hand. Murmur not, brethren, 
one against another, that ye be not judged: 
behold, the judge standeth before the 
doors (James 5:7-9, R. V.). 

Capitalistic governments may be op- 
pressive, but the same would be true, and 
is true, so far as our knowledge goes, of 
socialist governments also. Humanity it- 
self must be changed before there can be 
any change essentially in human govern- 
ments. Our friend writes, “The socialists 
everywhere are working for a better social 
order which will establish justice, right- 
eousness and peace in the earth.” No, 
we can expect nothing of the kind until 
our Saviour, who is also our Judge, comes. 
“He shall reign as king and deal wisely 
.... (R. V.) And this is his name 
whereby he shall be called, THE LORD 
OUR RIGHTEOUSNESS” (Jer. 23:6).

The foolish remarks of George Bernard 
Shaw approving the Five-Year Plan of 
the Soviet Union on his return from 
Russia, have had at least one 
good effect. They have started 
a good many people asking 
about the plan, who had 
never thought of it before, 
and especially as affecting 
United States’ interest in any way. Hence 
for the sake of some we are here citing 
a few references to the plan found in the 
Congressional report we have previously 
referred to. 

It is a scheme to develop the productive 
forces of Russia through rapid industrial- 
ization and strengthening of the socialist 
elements in national economy. And the 
objective is to attain and surpass the tech- 
nical and economic level of capitalist 
countries like our own, and thus assure 
the triumph of the socialist system over 
capitalism. 

The plan began operation in 1927-8 and 
will end in 1932-33, and includes a work 
and a field so great and diversified as to 
be almost beyond imagination. Russia is 
being electrified first of all, and stations 
now under construction will produce 4,- 
500,000,000 kilowatts a year. Railroads 
are being improved and extended, and 
built so as to reach forests and mines and 
link them up with industrial plants. 

Few have any idea how rich is Russia 
in oil, coal and iron. It is proposed to 
construct steel mills as great as those at 
Gary, Ind., with a capacity of 2,000,000 
or 3,000,000 tons. Factories are being 
built to make every line of machinery, 
tools and implements, including of course, 
agricultural equipment. Ejighty-two mil- 
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lion rubles (half that sum in dollars) is 
being invested in sea-going and river 
vessels. 

It is said that Russia has thirty-seven 
per cent of the world’s oil, and stands 
ready to play a prominent part in our 
markets, “Alfalfa Bill” to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

“Boiled down to a reasonable conclu- 
sion,” says the report, “if the five-year 
plan succeeds, the Soviet Union will be- 
come a great money-making machine for 
the purpose of financing Comnitinism and 
world revolution.” That is to say, it will 
undersell the rest of us in agricultural 
and industrial products, and thus create 
unrest which will ripen into revolution. 
Russia’s grain and cotton land is govern- 
ment-owned and controlled, and her peas- 
ant labor is too cheap for American labor 
to compete with. She has already de- 
stroyed our manganese industry: and is 
threatening our lumber, wood-pulp, an- 
thracite coal and oil markets, her purpose 
being “not to build up,” says the report, 
“but to tear down and destroy.” Indeed, 
Pravda, the communist organ, of August 
29, 1929, said of the plan, “It tends to 
undermine capitalist stabilization and is a 
great plan of world revolution.” 

Our object in thus referring to this 
scheme is not commercial or industrial of 
course, much less political, but to keep 
our readers informed of such world mat- 
ters as bear on the fulfillment of prophecy, 
and should have an awakening influence 
on missionary and evangelistic activities.

A controlling reason for our occasional 
brief editorial notes on Communism is 
found in its activities among our youth, for 
it has adopted an intensive 
and extensive campaign to 
train American-born and 
American-speaking boys and 
girls in its principles and 
aims. A necessity this, be- 
cause communists of this generation in our 
country are aliens for the most part, and 
know little of our history and government 
and speak our language very imperfectly. 

The two most important communist or- 
ganizations among our youth are the 
Young Pioneers of America and the Young 
Communist League. The first takes in 
those of grade school age and is on the 
lines of the Boy Scout movement, and the 
second is its big brother and is intended 
for those who have reached the age of six- 
teen. The red flag is their flag, and in 
their summer camps in various sections of 
the land they are educated in the tenets 
of Communism, and taught hatred and con- 
tempt for Christianity and all religion and 
the American government and institutions. 

There was an International Children’s 
Congress in Moscow three years ago, when 
boys and girls were sent as delegates from 
every corner of the earth, including, of 
course, the United States. And since their 
return these boys and girls have been used 
extensively to spread the propaganda in 
our schools, chief among them being one 
Jessie Taft, said to be a great spellbinder. 
Jessie concludes her speeches thus: 

“Remember, comrades, the only country 
we have is Soviet Russia.” 

“Remember, comrades, we children of to- 
day will be the leaders of the revolutionary 
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movement a few years hetice when we will 
make this country another Russia.” 
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Dr. Frederick Lynch is a well-known 
modernist and pacifist who formerly edited 
The Christian Century and now is sim- 
ilarly connected, we be- 
lieve, with The World 
Tomorrow. He has seen 
a great light, for he has 
been reading a_ book 
called, The History of 
Fundamentalism. This book was not writ- 
ten by a sympathizer with Fundamentalism, 
nevertheless it has opened the eyes of Dr. 
Lynch to realize “how widespread and ac- 
tive Fundamentalism is, and how many 
movements based upon it have come and 
gone.” He is filled with wonder at. the 
extent of it, he tells his readers in The 
Presbyterian Advance. 

But something else about Fundamental- 
ism excites his wonder, namely, the motive 
actuating it. He thinks the motive is a 
fear that liberal theology, etc., “will under- 
mine the faith and leave us (note the “us” 
with an emasculated Christianity, if any 
real Christianity, as historically conceived, 
at all.” ‘When liberalism in theology be- 
comes mere humanism, he says, “one can- 
not wonder that those who are jealous for 
the faith become fearful.” He thinks that 
Modernism has run wild, he thinks the 
same of Fundamentalism also, but it is 
worth while to note that he admits it of 
Modernism.

He lived to a ripe old age, eighty-two, 
and leaves his business affairs in the hands 
of his son who bears his name, and who 
has our prayers and every good wish for 
continued prosperity with God’s blessing. 
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The Institute has only, just rééeived tid- 
tice of the death of J. Charleton Steen, of 
Leytonstone, England, who entered into

on dispensational truth, and he was un- 
scriptural as we believe, on future retribu- 
tion. Because of these last named errors, 
the MonTHLy has not felt free to advertise 
Bullinger’s books, certainly not all of them, 
and yet the writer of these lines owes one 
of his richest spiritual blessings to that 
great teacher, for a truly great teacher he 
was. No one ever set before us from the 
Word of God as clearly as did Bullinger, 
the profound mystery of the Body of 
Christ, and we always shall be indebted 
to him. 

Now there are other great Bible teachers 
to whom the same exceptions may be taken 
as to Bullinger. The late Benjamin Wills 
Newton, also of England, is one of them.

Then take Samuel J. And:ews, whose 
The Life of Our Lord is acknowledged to 
be without a rival from the standpoints of 
history, chronology, and geography, and 
whose Christianity and Antichristianity, is 
an indispensable armory for the spiritual 
conflict of these times. But he was a Bish- 
op in the Catholic Apostolic Church which 


had its origin in the Irvingite movement 
in England, in the middle of the last cen- 
tury, and we could not endorse that. Doubt- 
less, therefore, other writings of this great 
teacher would be found to contain things 
which we would not approve, but on that 
account would it be wise to deny ourselves 
and others his help where he is in harmony 
with Holy Writ? 

“But,” our inquirer might now say, “that 
is just the point! If we must know Holy 
Writ ourselves, before reading or studying 
these books of men, what value have 
they?” Much every way. No scripture 
is of “private interpretation,” Peter says 
(II Pet. 1:20) which may mean that no 
teacher has a patent or copyright on any 
part of it. God gave His Word of old not 
to this or that man, but to the whole nation 
of Israel in the first place, and afterwards 
to the whole Church of Christ. Hence it 
must now be interpreted by the whole 
Church, under the direction of the Holy 
Spirit, and not by contested opinions of 
individuals (Dummelow). 

This sends all of us therefore back to the 
Bible, to “read, mark, learn and inwardly 
digest it” for ourselves, and then, and not 
till then, to consider what others have said 
about its momentous truths. Thus will our 
minds be broadened in the right sense, thus 
will charitable judgments be promoted and 
our hearts kept humble to serve one an- 
other in the fear of God.

The power of praise and prayer: has 
that power ever been fully demonstrated? 
The power is there and yet we use so 
little of it. 

Thomas A. Edison is reported to have 
said that if he would release all the power 
at his command, according to the law 
governing electricity, he feared he would 
set the atmosphere on fire and no one 
would be able to put it out. 

{ sometimes wonder what would hap- 
pen if we as Christians would release 
all the power at our command, according 
to the law of the Spirit of life in Christ 
Jesus. Would it not set the world on fire 
for Him? And who would want to put 
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out the fire that falls from above. Would 
we not rather say, “Let the fire burn 
until paise and prayer cover the earth as 
the waters cover the sea?” 

Oh, the power of prayer and praise! 
It can open every prison door and set the 
prisoners free. What it did for Peter 
and Paul and Silas it can do for us no 
matter where that confinement may be. 

Show me a more wretched captive than 
a worrying Christian whose song of 
thanksgiving has been stilled by Satan. 
The song of praise and the voice of 
prayer would open the prison for him, 
even though it be midnight in the soul. 

“In nothing be anxious, but in every- 
thing by prayer and supplication, with 
thanksgiving” has been called an impos- 
sible injunction. And to the natural man 
it is. But the Christian is a supernatural 
man. “Christ liveth in me,” and if I 
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have “the mind of Christ” I can do what 
otherwise would be impossible. 


“No Use Worrying!” 


About three years ago when the Chinese 
were killing the missionaries, and almost 
every day brought word of fresh out- 
breaks, a prominent minister in Los An- 
geles told how God had wonderfully sus- 
tained his wife as she thought of her 
two daughters in Inland China. By na- 
ture she had a great tendency to worry, 
but in this emergeney prayer and praise 
had given her the power to be free in 
Christ Jesus. One day, when the cloud 
seemed darker than ever, she went aside 
and “shut the door.” After a while she 
came forth radiant and victorious and 
said to her husband, 

“No use worrying; they are in the hol- 
low of His hand!” 

You cannot imprison a soul like that. 

Some years ago during evangelistic 
meetings in Sag Harbor, L. I., we were 
asked to visit a shut-in and bring her a 
message of cheer. When we were ushered 
into the room we saw a woman of about 
thirty years sitting in a specially con- 
structed “high chair,” her arms loosely 
strapped to the sides and her feet loosely 


fastened to the foot rest. Near her chin 
was a shelf very similar to those found 
on a regular high chair. Her body was 
twitching and her arms jerking back and 
forth, and with an unsteady voice she 
greeted us. 

Pity swept over us as we looked upon 
this poor prisoner. But pity turned to 
praise before we left the room, for we 
soon discevered that “whom the Son of 
God maketh free, he shall be free indeed.” 
On this little shelf near her chin was 
quite a bit of fancy work, and during our 
visit we saw her thread a needle with 
her lips and tongue and do some remark- 
ably fine sewing. 

Impossible, you say? No, we saw her 
do it. But what seemed still more re- 
markable was the fact that this same 
tongue and these same lips could pour 
forth a veritable song of praise to God 
for His goodness and mercy. “Don’t 
worry about anything; thank God for ev- 
erything,” seemed to be the motto of her 
life. 

“Constant Victory!” 

A few months ago Dr. Charles G. 
Trumbull told in the Sunday School 
Times about his visit to a retired min- 
ister who was dying of cancer. Unusual- 





ly severe had been the suffering, but the 
presence of the Lord was so real that 
there was constant victory. 

Dr. Trumbull says, 

“There was a spiritual radiance in that 
room like the Holy of Holies. We sat 
down by the bedside and then we listened 
as praise and thanksgiving welled up in 
his heart, shone in his face, and came to 
us in never-to-be-forgotten words. There 
was an ineffable light of glory in this 
man’s face as he talked with us; the very 
radiance of the presence of the Lord 
shone from him. He was weak and suf- 
fering and emaciated, but his mind was 
as clear as a bell and his thoughts and 
words were such as could only come 
from above. Rarely in my life have ] 
ever seen and heard thanksgiving as | 
saw and heard it that day. There was 
not a word of complaint. There was 
no sorrow or sighing. Over and over 
again he said, ‘Oh, His all-sufficient 
grace!’” 

The power of praise and prayer had 
set the prisoner free at a time when most 
of us would be tempted to ask “Why?” 
O Christians, let us honor our Lord “by 
prayer and thanksgiving.” Let the world 
feel the contagion of our thankful hearts. 


A Tale of Eight Trials

ELOVED, think it not strange con- 
cerning the fiery trial which is to 


try you, as though some strange 
thing happened unto you.” 

This passage is of course designed for 
Christians and only such can take any real 
comfort out of it; but, happily, every per- 
son who will may be a Christian. 

One meaning of trial is to test and an- 
other to tempt. Job was tested. God per- 
mitted the test and enabled him to endure 
it, and so overruled that in the end, it only 
resulted in good for him. 

Every Christian is tempted. “But God 
is faithful, who will not suffer you to be 
tempted above that ye are able; but will 
with the temptation also make a way to 
escape, that ye may be able to bear it.” So 
in all our trials, whether they be tests or 
temptations, we are told to rejoice, inas- 
much as we are partakers of Christ’s suf- 
ferings. We are also told that the trial 
of our faith is more precious than gold that 
perisheth. 

O that we had faith always to take God 
at His word, and amid every experience in 
life trust that they are all workjng to- 
gether for our good! 

Lately, I heard of a noble Christian 
young woman who, during a period of only 
a few years, passed through the following 
trials. I might give her name and the 
names of each person referred to, as some 
of them were well known to me. 

The first great trial occurred about eight 
years ago, when her first born, less than a 
year old, died of tubercular meningitis. 

Second trial—Her younger brother, for 
whom she had an unusual attachment, died 
of tuberculosis. 

Third trial—Her husband, after a long 
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and tedious illness, died of tuberculosis. 

Fourth trial—Her mother died very sud- 
denly of heart trouble. 

Fifth trial— After the death of her 
mother she kept house for her father. For 
some time he had been afflicted with heart 
trouble. His case becoming more serious, 
and with a hope to benefit his health, he, 
with others, started in an automobile for 
Florida, the daughter planning to follow 
and keep house for him there. But, be- 
fore she had begun her journey the father 
died in a hotel in Chattanooga. 

Sixth trial—At this time she was in 
comfortable circumstances, but had invested 
nearly everything in a bank that failed. 
Now she went to live with her elder 
brother, and with a view to support her- 
self attended a business college and ap- 
plied herself diligently to her studies. 

Seventh trial—About five o’clock one 
evening last March, upon returning home 
from school, she opened the garage door 
and there lay her brother behind his auto- 
mobile in a dying condition. The engine 
of his car was still running. She drew 
him out of the garage and summoned help; 
but it was too late—her dear brother was 
dead. The evidence pointed to murder as 
the cause of his death. 

And now, what is the sequel of this sad 
story and list of trials? It is that this 
Christian woman has borne up bravely 
through it all. As much of the time as 
possible, when she could attend, she has 
been in her place on Sunday mornings as 
teacher of her Sunday School class. Not- 
withstanding all of these trials, she has 
met every one with her usual gracious 
smile. 


None of us know what is before us or 
what trials are to come; but, with Christ 
to sustain us, we can go through fire and 
flood. “When thou passest through the 
waters, I will be with thee; and through 
the rivers, they shall not overflow thee: 
when thou walkest through the fire, thou 
shalt not be burned; neither shall the flame 
kindle upon thee.” 

Let us put all our trust in Him who is 
our refuge and strength. Let us not fear 
“though the earth be removed, and though 
the mountains be carried into the midst of 
the sea... . The Lord of hosts is with us; 
the God of Jacob is our refuge.”

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eA Homily for Thanksgiving Day

CONOMY is a word straight from 

the Greek, meaning first, the right 

rule of the household. Home 

management is where it starts, and 
that is as close to real life as you will get, 
and as practical as anything you can men- 
tion. But the word has broadened from 
private matters into ways of social and 
public interest until it includes the conduct 
of all human relations, and even ranges 
into divine providence. 


I. Home Determines Character 


The way you live in the home may de- 
termine your future and your character. 
At least, it is the place where economy is 
to begin and where, if anywhere, you will 
learn the secret of financial success, of 
wise business administration, and of na- 
tional and international preservation. 

In the application of Christian economy 
to the household, a fine example is to be 
found in the life of Henry Martyn Moore, 
a successful Boston merchant, widely 
known for his evangelistic work and his 
large benevolences. He was a warm 
friend and loyal helper of Dwight L. 
Moody, working with him in revivals, and 
also as a trustee in the management of the 
Mount Hermon School for Boys. Few 
laymen in the United States have shown 
greater executive ability or a nobler con- 
secration in the spread of the gospel than 
Henry M. Moore. His home was in Som- 
erville, Mass., just out of Boston. There 
he lived all his married life, on a side 
street among the middle class of people, 
although as his business prospered, he 
might have built among the rich. 


H. M. Moore’s Home 


It was our privilege, on the fiftieth an- 
niversary of his wedding, to visit that 
Christian home. We were deeply impressed 
with it, in view of the large sums of money 
which its owner was yearly giving away. 
In it was the perfection of neatness and 
good taste, a delightful freedom from the 
display of luxury. There was not in it a 
trace of “the boast of the best,” but a 
sense of being where Christ would love to 
linger and where His spirit dwelt. 

In that home we found the secret of 
how Moore came out of the terrible Boston 
fire of ’72 unscathed in spirit; how he 
weathered so many depressions, while 
others went down to doom; how he always 
appeared so cheerful, and how withal he 
maintained the means to be generous, when 
many a man of equal gains spent all in 
costly ways of outdoing his neighbors. 

Even in this age of show and sham, there 
still exist homes where the law of Christ 
is kept and where life is sweet because 
free from the frettings which pain and gall. 
There are other homes where the poor ape 
the rich and where the members think they 
must spend and have, whatever their debts. 
We heard the other day where a wife said 
to her husband, 
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“Mrs. Y—— has a car. I want you to 
buy me one.” 

“But I haven’t the money,” replied her 
spouse, 

“Then borrow it,” said his wife. 

He did, by signing a chattel mortgage 
on his household furniture! That was the 
reverse of Christian economy, and the re- 
sult is not far to seek. 

In our day, there is much talk about 
“the complications of modern life” and 
“the demands of the new age,” and most 
of it is arrant nonsense. 
that we must be bound by customs, good 
or bad? Consent to be slaves? We know 
better. There are still freemen, made so 
by Christ, who are going to stay unfet- 
tered, and whose economy will be blessed 
of heaven with ever larger gains and 
means of doing good. The meek shall in- 
herit the earth. 


A Sorry Spectacle 

Right here, we must stress the fact that 
this generation, so far as it decries religion 
as worthless for life, is making a sorry 
spectacle of itself as on the verge of bank- 
ruptcy. The man who worships the crea- 
ture rather than the Creator, does not 
know how to live. Godlessness always has 
been a failure. He that committeth sin is 
the bond-servant of sin, but if the Son 
shall make you free, ye shall be free in- 
deed (John 8:36). 


II. Society and the Nation Must 
a Economize 

Christian economy is the only escape 
from ruin for society and for the nation. 
“Ruin” is used in the original Latin for 
the fall of a house. Undermine its founda- 
tions, and down it goes. So with society 
and the state. 

Now the so-called Christian nations, 
with their society, were of course depend- 
ent for their very name on Christ. They

had the Bible, with its clear-cut word of 
the true God, who puts all other gods to 
shame. They had His commandments, His 
promises, His providence, His salvation. 
Here was wisdom, here energy, here power, 
here light and love. It was all a great gift, 
a mine of wealth, a breath of life, a call to 
courage, a balm for every wound, a death- 
less hope, a divine friendship, faultless and 
faithful, which would make everything 
work out for good to them who loved God 
and to those who were called according 
to His purpose (Rom. 8:28). Christ cruci- 
fied, Christ risen, Christ at the throne 
above, Christ coming in glory to judge the 
world in righteousness, was the foundation 
for every sincere believer. This is a per- 
fectly good foundation. What economy is 
there in trying to undermine it? 


What Have We Lost? 


While writing this article, we read a 
notice of a book on Great Britain by a 
professor on the continent in which stood 
out this sentence, “For the first time in his- 
tory, it would seem as though England 
had broken with Christianity.” And a col- 
lege professor over here has recently gone 
farther. He says, “We are confronted 
with the prospect of a complete seculariza- 
tion of the opinions, the practices, and the 
emotions of mankind.” 

These learned men are somewhat one- 
sided. At any rate, they are not out hunt- 
ing for men of deep religious convictions, 
of whom there are many both in England 
and America. Nevertheless, on the sur- 
face and among the multitudes, the ob- 
servation is correct. There is a loss of 
Christ. The Bible is not heeded. The 
gospel is not taken to heart. Something 
is put in the place of the wisdom of God 
and the power of God. Trying conditions 
are now testing the age in which we live, 
and it is found wanting. Present methods 
are doomed, and sentence will be passed 
upon our civilization, unless it humbles 
itself and turns from its ways. 

It is fair to say that this age is being 
run on a low plane. Its leading idea is 
that man is able to work out his own sal- 
vation morally and economically, and that 
alone he can attain to his own destiny. 
This, Christ came to disprove; this, the 
Bible discredits; this, the story of the na- 
tions repudiates. And the fact is that this 
“new” salvation for society is made ridic- 
ulous before our very eyes by the events 
through which we are today passing. 

“Don’t Save, Spend!”’ 

After the great war, it was freely ad- 
mitted that the world was in a bad fix. 
This nation alone had lost over fifty bil- 
lions of dollars. What was the remedy 
which the new lights offered? Set in free 
speech, it was, “We have been on a great 
financial spree; the way to get. over it is 
to drink harder than ever!!” In other 
words, “Don’t save, spend.” “If every- 
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body spends, all will be prosperous.” Added 
to this, as a side-dish, was the advice to 
individuals, to towns, and to states, to run 
in debt. “Build, whether you have the 
money or not. If you haven’t it, borrow 
9 

Soon it was no longer “borrow and 
build,” but “borrow and buy.” Thus spend- 
ing and lending became lavish. “Frozen 
credits” took the place of solid financial 
security. Fictitious values were put upon 
nearly everything but truth and right. Men 
and women plunged into speculation and 
extravagance. Drunk with the delicious 
delirium of delusion, this whole nation 
plumed itself on a “prosperity” which was 
hardly more than a perfidious preparation 
for poverty. And the end is not yet. 

Meanwhile modern economists made light 
of the past history of financial disasters. 
With the boldest front, they asserted that 
we were in a “new age,” and business de- 
pressions and financial panics were hence- 
forth impossible. When the break did 
come, a leading authority declared that no- 
body expected it, and it was “a surprise to 
everybody.” Was it? 


The Economy Which Works Well 


Christian economy works well. It is 
from God in Christ. Those have it who 
are in Christ; and if any man be in Christ, 
he is a new creature (II Cor. 5:17). 

You cannot regenerate society unless you 
can get a new kind of life into it, and no 
sort of life which is of men, will do the 
work. Humanism is twaddle, in view of 
the facts. Without God, we lose; apart 
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from Him, we are lost. Oh, that this 
nation in these trying days may come back 
to Him! Oh, that it may again know the 
saving grace of His Son! Then times will 
be better indeed. 


III. Economy of Divine Providence 


Best of all, we come now to the economy 
of divine providence. Speaking of the 
Saviour, John says, “All things were made 
by him, and without him was nothing made 
that was made” (John 1:3). Whatever we 
see then of value in the earth or in the 
heavens,. Christ planned it and in His 
power and wisdom brought it into place. 
All provisions for our sustenance and our 
comfort were thought and wrought out by 
Him. No progress and no invention was 
ever made by man without the use of the 
materials and means which Christ as the 
Creator provided and made available. So, 
after all, we should credit them first to 
Him. We owe our daily bread to Him. 

In the economy of creation, there are 
wonderful arrangements for the utilization 
of waste, which God abhors; likewise for 
the renewal of life and of growth, which 
He provides. So we have our spring times 
with their beauty, and the circulation and 
purification of the blood for our health. 


Control of Mistakes 

In Christ’s economy, there is a benevo- 
lent control not only of created forces, but 
of the otherwise fatal mistakes and wander- 
ings of human society, checking the rush 
of run-a-ways, calming the fury of mobs, 
and restraining at critical points civilization 
itself from self-destruction. 


Somebody has said that “the world can 
stand any amount of loss, any degree of 
crime, and all the deceptions of the Devil, 
if only Christ will watch over it, restrain- 
ing the evil when it comes near to kill the 
good, and stopping the Devil from doing 
his worst.” The most awful thought that 
can come to any age is the thought of the 
Son of God letting go of it and leaving it 
alone! The Scriptures tell us that this 
day will come, and we do well to weigh the 
words (II Thess. 2:7-9). Let the infidel 
who scoffs at Christianity ponder, and let 
the apostate beware! Man cannot always 
go on slurring Christ, rejecting His love 
and despising His grace. Without Him, 
civilization will know its dire distress and 
its fearful failure. 

Does any one say that the Church of 
Christ plays no part in the security of the 
nation? Why, were it not for the Church, 
God might give up this land tomorrow, 
and then we would see what would happen! 
Those who never come to the altar are 
very dependent on what it stands for, 
mercy and protection through Christ. That 
is Christian economy in the best sense. 


Do You Want a Friend? 

Every man wants friends and good ones. 
It is a deathless longing. Now Christ 
comes to each of us, saying, “Let me be 
your Friend. Trust Me and I will stand by 
you and make you an heir to the best.” 
What an offer! 

And to think that a sinful life can be 
cleansed from its stains and fears and one 
can become an heir of God and a joint heir 
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with Christ (Rom. 8:17)! To give us 
such a gospel with its peace-bringing, 
heart-warming messages, shows God’s 
great plans and matchless sacrifice for the 
children of men (John 3:16). 

The apostle Paul, in Ephesians, twice 
calls the plan for our redemption, God’s 
“economy,” and that word when used of 
the gospel of Christ means not only God’s 
kind intent, but also His way and means 
of saving men. The human economist 
this very year finds the people of another 
land in financial straits, and bends his en- 
ergies to help them out, and so to promote 
their welfare. This is partly material, but 
God considers our every interest and aims 
to meet our deepest needs. 


Christ Made the Ages 


We have already spoken of our age and 
the tendency of the times. Although these 
may sadden, they do not shake the faith 
of the believer in Christ, for we know that 
He will win. 

Indeed, many passages in His Word 
teach that His economy includes every kind 
of an age which the world has seen or 
will see. Moreover in the Epistle to the 
Hebrews, we are told that He made the 
ages. The Greek of Hebrew 1:2 and 11:4 
reads not “world” or “worlds” but “ages.” 
That means that Christ drafted, ordered 
and decided on every period of history be- 
fore this planet was formed. He fixed the 
time when every age should begin and 
when it should end. He knew its trend 
beforehand, how it would act, what its 
ideas would be, its gains and its reverses, 
its art, its science, its politics, its educa- 
tion, its religion, its discoveries, its hopes 
and its fears. In fact, he arranged every- 
thing in creation to mdke possible each age 
and had the material all stored up for its 
use and its development. It was a far- 
reaching economy, a marvelous feat of en- 
gineering, a masterpiece of providence. 


What God Foresaw 


Think again of what God and His Son 
had to contend with in the universe. In- 
sentient things were easy. Beasts and 
birds were not hard, but when it came to 
spirits, there was the rub. You parents 
can train up a dog in the way he should 
go easier than you can train up a boy. 
Vhy? Because the boy has more spirit, 
more will, more curiosity, more range, 
more independence. 

Christ foresaw doubtless that superior 
intelligence was going to make trouble for 
Him. He knew that an angel would aim 
to supplant God, and that the day would 
come when mere man would try “to get 
the start of the majestic world and bear 
the palm alone.” But He knew too, and 
we should never forget it, that nothing cre- 
ated could ever oust or match the Cre- 
ator, and that everything in history, no 
matter what the opposition, will work out 
to the glory of God. The very failure of 
men to rule right, will make the call louder 
for the “Come, Lord Jesus” and His 
blessed reign. 

Now let us run over the main points of 
what has been said, and, by way of illustra- 
tion, cite as witnesses some of the men 
who have lived in the light of these truths. 


Witness of the Old Testament Saints 
When men know their God, they are 
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quite sure that He lives and blesses those 
that walk with Him. Thus Enoch would 
have nothing but this way of weighing the 
world. Noah staked all on faith in the 
Creator. Abraham believed God. What 
God said was everything to him, and little 
else seemed important. This was his idea 
of making his way prosperous. It was 
his law of economics, and it worked. 

Economy in the Bible has a wide sweep. 
It deals with every human interest from 
the household and the family up to what 
is national and international. It rises from 
the humblest man to the richest prince and 
the noblest administrator. But whatever 
its need or use, the Bible teaches that the 
sole basis for bliss is in the favor of 
God. If He blesses, it is well; if not, it 
goes ill. 

Esau was dead to this idea; Jacob caught 
it and held it. David began with it and 
returned to it. He was great when he was 
moved by the strength of it, and mean 
when he left it. Isaiah mounted on eagles’ 
wings, far above earth’s fame or fashion, 
into the ways of truth and the joys of 
peace when he met with God and pledged 
himself to do His will. Daniel was not 
impressed with myths of Babylon, but was 
deeply in love with the wisdom of God. 
Because he would rather commune with 
his Maker and follow His counsels, Daniel 
was preferred above all the fortune-seekers 
about him and became the chief of the 
presidents of the leading nation of his day. 

So if our land is to have leaders strong 


and wise to guide its going; if the Church 
is to get ministers apt to teach and true 
to their calling, then the Son of God, in 
His full stature as Prophet, Priest and 
King, must be exalted before men’s eyes 
as the one hope of the world. His rule 
alone is sufficient, and nothing less will 
keep from rout and ruin. 

“Nevertheless the foundation of God 
standeth sure, having this seal, The Lord 
knoweth them that are his” (II Tim. 2:19).

FOOTBALL BIG BUSINESS 

We are not a little concerned at the 
enormous cost of our major sports, of 
which football is the chief.

The cost is the thing that staggers us. 
In the Richmond Christian Advocate there 
recently appeared some figures represent- 
ing the profits of some leading football 
games. Yale had a gross income of $1,- 
033,211 and a net income of $543,000; 
Harvard’s gross income was $845,311 with 
a net income of $420,787; Michigan’s gross 
income was $624,407, and net income, $415,- 
328, while Princeton’s gross income was 
$413,620 with a net income of $298,880. 

To us this seems somewhat startling. 
Athletics have their place in our college 
life and it is a most honorable place, but 
they can easily usurp first place—Epis- 
copal Recorder.

self-expression.

A New Paganism 


A new paganism has 
arisen and is spreading 
its teachings through- 
out the world. No one 
who is familiar with 
our current literature 
can be in doubt as to 
this. In Europe the 
government of the 
largest country on that 
continent, a country 
which contains one-sixth of the popula- 
tion of the civilized world, is undertak- 
ing to destroy all religion and to create 
a godless nation, and the effects of this 
are seen in our own and other lands. 

Today the whole teaching of Christ, 
and His way of life, are openly and 
contemptuously assailed. A teacher in 
one of our leading colleges for women, 
in his recent volume, speaks of our Lord 
Jesus Christ as “an obscure Palestinian 
peasant,” and says that His teachings 
“insefar as we know them... are not 
only archaic, but even destructive of any 
advanced civilization.” And this attack 
is directed especially against the Chris- 
tian ideal of purity and against the 
sacredness of marriage and the home.

and the very life of the nation depend 
upon the home. But here in our land the 
pagan system of easy divorce is reducing 
martiage to the level of a temporary 
relation terminable at the will of either 
party. Recent statistics show a larger 
proportion of divorces to marriages in 
the United States than in any other coun- 
try except Russia. 

All over the world we see a lowering 
of the standards and a letting go of those 
things which give nobility and dignity 
and sacredness to human life. And this 
situation is the result of the indifference, 
the religious apathy, the spiritual inertia, 
of those of us who are called Christians. 

We have allowed our faith in Christ 
to grow dim. It is time for the whole 
Christian Church throughout the world 


It is time for Chris- 
tians in all churches, 
and for all who believe 
in God and His law, to 
bear their witness. 

I know, and we all 
know, that what we 
need in our own 
Church is a great spir- 
itual awakening, a 
great renewal of our 
faith in Christ the Son 
of God. What we need 
now, all of us, bishops, 
priests, and people, is 
real and full conver- 
sion to Christ, and this 
can come only by the 
power of the Spirit 
from above. Whether 
we call ourselves high, 
low, or broad—Protest- 
ant or Catholic—it is 
this that we need. 

We have had too 
much academic dis- 
cussion about Christ 
and not enough faith 
in Him and prayer to 
Him; too much talk of 
Him as though He 
were a_. theological 
problem for us to de- 
bate about, and not 
enough personal expe- 
rience of Him as Sav- 
iour and Lord. We 
need now in the Church 
a great call to faith in 
Christ Himself. 


The Source of Faith 


If we are in doubt or 
uncertainty as to our 
moral standards it is 
because our faith in 
Christ has grown cold. 
Our moral standard 
comes not from the new psychology, but 
from the Lord Jesus Christ. He is our 
moral standard. If He is real to us, if 
our faith in Him is real, He will give us 
the guidance that we need to meet the 
problems and questions of our time. 

If Christ is real to us He will give 
us our vision of human fellowship and 
social progress; we shall not rest con- 
tent with economic injustice, or race 
prejudice, or war, or slums, or with cor- 
ruption and wrong-doing in our political 
life. Our weakness as a Church is that 
so many of us fall short of full con- 
version to Christ. It is of little use to 
have dignity, order, beautiful forms of 
worship, noble architecture, if we lack 
the one thing that can give life and 
meaning to it all. 
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When the Church Is a Husk 


Conversion does not conflict with the 
reality of the sacraments, conversion 
means awakening to, and using, the 
mighty blessings given to us in the sacra- 
ments. I believe with my whole soul in 
the holy, catholic and apostolic Church, 
but I know that the Church is dead, that 
it is only a husk, unless it is filled with 
people who are converted and whose 
lives and influence are bringing others 
to Christ. 

If the New Testament is true Jesus 
Christ can be known today, and is to be 
known, by each one of us as really as 
we know each other. And this is what 


conversion means. It means that Jesus 
on the throne of God is real to us. It 
means that we shall know again the 
meaning of repentance. We shall be in 
no doubt about the reality of sin, and 
of our own sins. No man ever yet was 
converted and brought to Christ without 
realizing his own sinfulness and his need 
for God’s forgiveness. 


Making Real the Means of Grace 


It means that we shall know again the 
meaning, and the need, of redemption; 
those moving words in our hymns and 
prayers, and in the Scriptures, will be- 
come real to us, we shall feel the won- 





der of God’s love revealed to us in Christ 
on the Cross. 

It means that the glorious words of 
our creed, the creed of the whole Chris- 
tian Church here on earth, will be filled 
with power and meaning for us in the 
light of our own personal experience of 
Christ. It means that we shall again 
have great preachers of the gospel. It 
was their faith in Christ, their personal 
conversion to Him, which gave power to 
the preaching of Wesley and Liddon and 
Robertson and Newman and Spurgeon 
and Moody and Brooks, and nothing else 
but this can give to our pulpits their 
true converting power.

| Editor of the Moopy MonrHty: 


- Your editorial in your September issue 
| regarding our economic condition 
' throughout the world, and the comment 
\ by President Hutchins, of the Chicago 
' University, on the subject, is a question 
that all of us have been and are think- 
' ing about for the past year and eight 
' months. Since the economic debacle of 
' 1929, our own affairs of commerce, trade 
» and finance, have seemed to go from bad 
| to worse. All of the “best minds” have 
' and still are recommending remedies for 
' national and international conditions. 
' These recommendations are made and 
- nothing is done with any of them save 
| the moratorium of war debts recom- 
» mended by President Hoover. 

' There is no doubt about the situation 
> today being farther from a solution than 
' any time during these months. There 
' is no unity of plan or thought as to any 
' solution of the manifold problems that 


face the world. The best statesmen of 
all nations are doing their utmost to 
solve the problems of their individual 
nations. Piled together these problems 
are unsolved. Disasters of flood, earth- 
quake, revolution stare us in the face al- 
most every day as we take up our news- 
papers; we are swirled about in an eddy 
of uncertainty and lack of confidence in 
any proposed plan or policy. So far our 
leaders, as far as we are able to see, are 
depending on finite minds to lead us out 
of this maze of international difficulties. 
So far, nobody but you has seemed to 
think of a Higher Power than our inter- 
national leaders. 

The Old Testament prophets would 
have understood such conditions and 
would have told Israel to look to God 
for help, as there seemed to be no hu- 
man power that could cope with the sit- 
uation. Take one shining example. It 
would be well for our leaders to be re- 
minded of the record of Samuel and 
Israel. In I Samuel 7:8 we _ read, 
“Cease not to cry unto the Lord our

God for us.” Then in verse 9, “And 
Samuel cried unto the Lord for Israel; 
and the Lord heard him.” 

I am wondering if there is a Samuel in 
the world today that will speak to the 
people and remind them that God still 
rules, that all things are possible with 
Him, that He is the Creator of all things, 
yes, and that He is our Father. Wash- 
ington and Lincoln, our two greatest 
Presidents, never failed to look to God 
and to let the people know that only 
with His help could they expect the 
great problems confronting them to be 
solved. Will some of our great men 
stop and urge the people to ask God to 
give the word of command? The waves 
of the sea, the sick healed, the blind 
were made to see, the lame to walk, yes, 
and sins were forgiven at the word of 
His command.

and the future greater still. The text of 
this sermon deals with the future develop- 
ment of the atheistic movement. It is 
taken from one of the messianic psalms, 
and one that speaks prophetically not of 
the sufferings of Christ, but the glory that 
should follow. It does not picture Bethle- 
hem and Calvary, but Olivet and the coro- 
nation; not the first coming of Christ as 
the Lamb slain, but His second coming as 
a King to reign. 

Yet in the opening verses there is de- 
scribed an audacious attempt to get rid of 


God. As we compare 
scripture with scripture, 
we note that this attempt 
must be placed in the 
closing days of that per- 
iod known as “the times 
of the Gentiles,” which 
began with Nebuchadnezzar and continues 
to this present time. Inasmuch as it is 
probable that we are now in that end time, 
the text is fraught with peculiar signi- 
ficance. Personally I believe this is God’s 
message to an increasing number in this 
generation: “Why do the nations rage, 
and the peoples imagine a vain thing? He 
that sitteth in the heavens shall laugh: 
the Lord shall hold them in derision.” 
Atheism is a common thing in our day, 
and it is spiritual lunacy. 
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I 
The Meaning of Atheism 

The meaning of Atheism is not clear 
to many, but it is the duty of every Chris- 
tian to be informed on the subject. In this, 
as in most things, ignorance is dangerous. 

Turning to the Scriptures, we may be 
startled to find that the Bible recognizes 
only two classes of people—Christians and 
atheists. There are many who make no 
profession of Christianity, and yet would 
indignantly deny the name of atheist. But 
Paul writing to the Ephesians reminds 
them that they were once Gentiles accord- 
ing to the flesh, aliens from the common- 
wealth of Israel, strangers from the cov- 
enant of promise, “without Christ, without 
God, without hope.” 

The words “without God” are a trans- 
lation of the Greek atheos, from which we 
get our word atheist. Scripturally speak- 
ing an atheist is one without God. That 
the various atheist organizations recognize 
this is evident from the names given them, 
such as “Societies of the Godless,” 
“Damned Souls Clubs,” “Devil’s Angels,” 
and so forth. It is, or ought to be, dis- 
concerting for a respectable citizen thus 
to find himself classed with blatant blas- 
phemers and declared an enemy of God, 
simply because he is not a follower of 
Christ. . 

As we observe a little more closely, how- 
ever, we discover there are three distinct 
types of atheism: dogmatic atheism, which 
blatantly denies the existence of God, and 
aggressively opposes religion; negative 
atheism, which simply disbelieves in the 
existence of God, and lets the matter go 
at that, and skeptical atheism, which ques- 
tions the existence of God. 

All of these subscribe more or less 
rigidly to the fundamental doctrines of 
atheism which generally speaking may be 
classed as: 

(1) Materialism: Matter is the only 
reality ; might alone is right. 

(2) Empiricism: Knowledge can be 
gained only by experimentation. 

(3) Evolutionism—in an ultra radical 
conception of the term: Everything is the 
result of blind chance, through natural 
selection. 

(4) Hedonism: Happiness here and 
now should be the great motive of con- 
duct. Do what you want to do. The only 
unpardonable sin is repression.

The Development of Atheism 


The definitions and doctrines of athe- 
ism present a prospect so distressing that 
we feel constrained to exclaim, “Surely 
such ideas are not held in any general way! 
There have always been atheists, doubtless 
still are, and always will be. But why dis- 
tress ourselves over a few irresponsible 
cranks?” Do not deceive yourself. Or- 
ganized atheism is one of the most tre- 
mendous factors in world: affairs today. 

The very heart of the revolutionary pro- 
gram of the Soviet Republics is to drive 
God out of the world. The greatest of all 
the white nations, numerically and poten- 
tially speaking, has organized its forces of 
government, press, platform and education 
to eradicate religion from the life of its 
people. More than 40,000 societies have 
been formed for this purpose, with mil- 
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lions of members. Attention is being con- 
centrated upon the children, boys and girls 
being enrolled at eight years, and brought 
into full membership at fourteen. This be- 
cause the Slavic nature is deeply religious, 
inherently, and it was found that little 
could be done with adults, already settled 
in their convictions. 


No Young People in the Churches 


A friend of mine spent her vacation in 
Russia last year, and said that when oc- 
casion offered, masses of people would 
gather in the churches to worship, but with 
scarcely any young people among them. In 
conversation with a guide one day, she 
expressed admiration for the magnificence 
of a certain scene, and spoke of the 
majesty of the Creator. He smiled rather 
sneeringly and said: 

“We don’t believe in God, any more, 
over here. The old people still cling to 
religion. But the young people have got- 
ten rid of all that superstition.” 

A young American woman in the party 
said: 

“I’m glad to hear you say that. Many 
of us in America have done the same 
thing !” 

Lest we be deceived into false security 
by thinking this does not affect America, 
it would be well to call to mind that in 
October, 1925, in New York, application 
was made for a charter to incorporate a 
society to combat religion and demonstrate 
faith in God as belief in the non-existent. 
The application was at first refused, but 
the organizers rallied to their aid men of 
power and influence, and on November 21, 
their application was granted by a Su- 
preme Court Justice under the title of The 
American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Atheism. It makes almost stag- 
gering claims, and boldly embraces as its 
allies leaders of Church, school and State. 

Under such conditions it is not surpris- 
ing that when a questionnaire is given a 
class, containing the query, “Do you be- 
lieve in immortality?” (as was given a 
class in the University of New York), 306 
out of 408 answer emphatically “No.” 


A Young Woman Who Lost Something 


I know a young woman who a few years 
ago loved her Lord and His Word pas- 
sionately, her supreme desire being to give 
her life as a missionary in India. She 
needed more training and went from one 
college to another seeking what she 
wanted. In the search she lost something. 
The last I heard of her she said wistfully: 

“I have changed a great deal. I don’t 
believe in anything much. The only thing 
I am sure of is that I am not sure of any- 
thing.” 

The other day I heard of a judge who 
visited his alma mater for the first time in 
years. He was invited to speak at as- 
sembly, and gave a message of faith and 
trust. Later he dropped into a science 
class, in time to hear the professor make 
some facetious remarks about “the old 
fossil who talked in chapel.’ When the 
judge rose in defense of his Saviour, the 
class laughed him to silence. 

Whether the Christian public knows it 
or not, there is a mighty effort being made 
to undermine the faith and destroy the re- 
ligious sense of old and young alike, in 
every department of the world’s work 
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and worship. But it is upon the youth of 
the world that every influence is being fo 
cussed. III

A senseless existence is another fruit of F 
atheism. There can be no _ satisfying 
answer to the questions, Whence? Why? 
Whither? And suicide is the logical re- 
action. Not so long ago we were shocked ff 
at the report of a twenty-three year old 
undergraduate of Harvard blowing his 
brains out after a wild party. He left a 
note stating life was a “ghastly joke.” To 
him the Creator was a myth, the Bible a 
disjointed collection of fables, and Jesus a 
deluded enthusiast. To be logical there 
was nothing left but suicide. : 

Spiritual hopelessness is the final fruit- F 
age of atheism. Every atheist is a sign- 
post to the gloom of impenetrable dark- 
ness. To the godless there is no future. 
I cherish in my heart the memory of the 
last words of my mother as her soul set 
sail for eternal shores, 

“Where is my home? 
home !” 

But the atheist says, “How foolish!’ F 

I have seen men and women so bowed & 
with the weight of sin that life was a hell. 
But as they have bent in penitence at the F 
feet of Jesus Christ the burdens have 
lifted and they have miraculously become 
new creatures in Him, to go forth to live 
as children of God. 

But the atheist says, “What a delusion!” 

I think of them who have fallen asleep 
in Jesus and cherish the promise that at 
His return He will bring them from glory 
with him; and with that blessed hope burn- 
ing in my heart, I spend my days in ex- 
pectant waiting for the dawn of that glor- 
ious morning.

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Facing the Issue

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The League of Evangelical Students

HE Reformation began at the Uni- 
versity of Wittenberg. 
The great Wesleyan movement 
took its rise from the “Holy Club” 
at Oxford. 

The revival of evangelical religion in 
Holland a hundred years ago was born 
in the “Scholte Club” of undergraduates 
at the University of Leyden. 

These historical precedents give us rea- 
son to hope much from the new under- 
graduate movement in American colleges 
and seminaries, called “The League of 
Evangelical Students.” This League had 
its birth in Princeton Seminary, although 
it has, alas, no longer a foothold or a 
welcome there. 

About six years ago, the officers of the 
national Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion, desiring to organize an inter-semin- 
ary conference, invited representatives of 
a iumber of such institutions to an initiai 
meeting. The delegates from Princeton 
Seminary raised the question of a doc- 
trinal basis, and, failing to secure any 
uch basis, declined to take part in the 
proposed organization. Returning home, 
they corresponded with the students of 
other evangelical theological seminaries, 
and on April 4, 1925, organized, at Pitts- 
burgh, an inter-seminary and _ inter-col- 
legiate body with the following article 
in its constitution: 


“Qualifications for membership in 
the League shall be faith in the Bible 
as the infallible Word of God, and 
acceptance of the fundamental truths 
of the Christian religion, such as: 
The Trinity, the virgin birth of Christ, 
His divine and His human nature, His 
substitutionary atonement, His resur- 
rection from the dead, and His com- 
ing again.” 


How the League Is Received 


There is no uncertain sound about that: 
neither is there in it anything narrow or 
sectarian. Was the organization of such 
a student movement wise, or unwise, 
necessary or superfluous? Was it likely 
to promote true religion in our institu- 
tions of learning, or more likely to be 
divisive and harmful, because promoting 
religious narrowness and bigotry? 

Widely different answers to these ques- 
tions will be given, and are given. That 
theological liberals condemn the move- 
ment is a matter of course. Their ap- 
proval is not expected or desired. That 
some evangelicals stand with them is 
more difficult to explain; for it is no 
more than the truth to say that this new 
organization is in the field to do the very 
thing that the college Y. M. C. A. was 
originally intended to do. 

The writer of these lines was in his 
youth an active Y. M. C. A. worker, and 
was associated with Dr. John R. Mott 
in the formation of the Student Christian 
Association in Japan. At that time the 
Y. M. C. A. was not afraid to stand for 
the Christian faith, When certain men 
from the University of Tokyo sought to 
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leave out of the proposed constitution 
any confession of the deity of Christ, 
Dr. Mott told them very plainly that 
unless such a confession were included, 
their organization could not be recognized 
as a part of the international Y. M. C. A. 
If this attitude had been taken at the 
organization of the inter-seminary confer- 
ence referred to above, there would now 
be no League of Evangelical Students. It 
was the refusal to have any doctrinal basis 
at all that made it impossible for the 
Princeton men to join. 


What Makes Christianity? 


That seems an impregnable position 
upon evangelical principles. Christian- 
ity that has no definite doctrinal content 
is simply no Christianity at all; and it 
is a denial of the faith to recognize as 
fellow Christians those who reject the 
faith. For illustration of such rejection, 
one has only to turn to the Forum of 
last February, where the head of a 
prominent divinity school deliberately 
casts historic and apostolic Christianity 
into the scrap heap, to offer instead his 
own invention. Yet the eminent divine 
in question was one of the chief speakers 
at one of the recently organized Y. M. 
C. A. conferences. Under such circum- 
stances the call is imperative for a new 
student organization that shall be Chris- 
tian without compromise or apology. 

The League of Evangelical Students 
has now been in existence for nearly six 
years, and that is no small achievement, 
when one remembers that the entire stu- 
dent body in a_ theological seminary 
changes every three years. Thus all of 
the initial force that led to its organiza- 
tion has long ago spent itself, and the 
organizers have passed on into the active 
ministry. Yet the League has gone on 
because the principles upon which it was 
founded have claimed the allegiance of 
successive generations of theological and 
college students. 

The possibility of establishing such an 
organization has been demonstrated: the 
question is now of broadening its scope, 
increasing its usefulness, and rendering 
it capable of grappling effectively with 
the immense task before it. This is noth- 
ing less than to establish, in every in- 
stitution of higher education in our coun- 
try, a group devoted to the promotion of 
true spiritual life, and to the defense 
and propagation of doctrinal Christian- 
ity. It is a great task, for there are a 
thousand such institutions. 


The Progress Made 


It is not yet a great beginning, but 
it is a real beginning, that the League 
now has branches or chapters in thirty- 
one seminaries, colleges, and univer- 
sities, with a total of more than twelve 
hundred student members. 

Last year the need was felt of a board 
of trustees, to be composed of men and 
women well known for their evangelical 








position, to be counsellors to the stu- 
dent movement, and to vouch for it be- 
fore the Christian public. This new 
board of trustees had its first meeting in 
February. Its officers and members are 
as follows: President, Rev. R. B. Kuip-

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Coming Events Cast Their Shadows Before

ORLD events are full of start- 

ling significance. The world 

seems fast ripening, politically, 

morally, economically and re- 
ligiously, for its harvest day, when the 
Son of man is to put in His sickle and 
reap (Rev. 14:14, 15). 

Four great forces are at work in Eu- 
rope, having little in common and much 
at variance. In fact, they represent prin- 
ciples and views so antagonistic to each 
other that a mighty conflict is impending, 
and the final struggle will be to the very 
death. They are Communism, Fascism, 
Catholicism and Capitalism. 


Communism 

Russia presents the leading role in 
Communism, although other nations are 
being leavened with the same doctrine, 
which aims at the overthrow of existing 
orders, and to bring on revolution. The 
Soviet régime has an intense hatred of 
the very name of God and of all things 


religious. To it capital is something to 
be seized and distributed among the 
masses. Fostered by the unemployment 


situation, heavy taxation, and the results 
of the last great World War, the propa- 
ganda of Communism is __ spreading 
through the world, a standing menace to 
peace and prosperity, even to the masses 
which it exploits but does not befriend. 


Daniel Webster on Agitators 


In a speech in the U. S. Senate, March 
12, 1838, Daniel Webster said of agita- 
tors: 

“They excite the poor to make war 
upon the rich. They complain of op- 
pression, speculation, and the per- 
nicious influence of accumulated 
wealth. They cry out loudly against 
all banks and corporations and all the 
means by which small capitals become 
united in order to produce important 
and beneficial results. They carry on 
a mad hostility against all established 
institutions. They would choke up the 
fountains of industry and dry all its 
streams. f 

“In a country of unbounded liberty 
they clamor against oppression. In a 
country of perfect equality they would 
move heaven and earth against privil- 
ege and monopoly. In a _ country 
where property is more equally di- 
vided than anywhere else, they rend 
the air with agrarian doctrines. In 
a country where wages are high be- 
yond a parallel, they would teach the 
laborer he is an oppressed slave. 

“What can such men want? What 
do they mean? They can want noth- 
ing but to enjoy the fruits of other 
men’s labors. They can mean nothing 
but disturbance and disorder, the dif- 
fusion of corrupt principles and the 
destruction of the moral sentiments 
and moral habits of society.” 

Communism breeds a spirit of revolu- 
tion and anarchy and is the propaganda 
of agitators. The clay (Dan. 2) of Com- 
munism does not mix with the iron of 
monarchy. The devastation of war, the 
toll of human lives, is not at an end. 
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Trouble is brewing, with Russia, probably 
Germany, and the nations of the East al- 
lied in deadly conflict with the nations 
of Europe, on the scene of the old Ro- 
man Empire, for the toes and feet of 
Daniel’s image came out of the iron legs, 


‘indicating the sphere of the last great 


world empire. 

When this titanic conflict takes place 
God Himself will take a hand, for He 
has an unsettled controversy with the 
nations (Jer. 25:31-33). Important events 
are at our very door. The “times of the 
Gentiles” are drawing to an end, and 
their rule and misrule will soon be over. 

Capitalism 

What can capital do in the face of 
such conditions, but to be timid and 
afraid to venture forth? If Communism 
succeeds, it will confiscate wealth and 
put an end to private business enterprise. 
What assurance can capital have in fur- 
nishing money to carry on governments 
and pay their war debts, when nations 
may repudiate debts as Russia did under 
its present government? What ground 
for stability can money have when na- 
tions talk peace, but are in a mad race, 
vying with each other in preparing for 
war? 

Money is being hoarded and hidden 
away for fear of the forces at work in 
the world. Rich men who have op- 
pressed, and “kept back by fraud,” heap- 
ing together “treasure for the last days,” 
nourishing their “hearts in a day of 
slaughter,” are also to have their reck- 
oning day (James 5). 


Fascism and Catholicism 


The Literary Digest under date of June 
13, devoted a page and a half to the trou- 
ble between the Vatican and Mussolini, 
under the caption “What’s Back of the 
Italian Imbroglio?” Readers of the daily 
papers know of the serious breach be- 
tween the two, and the effort being made 
in diplomatic circles to heal the breach. 
It is vain, however, for men to cry, 
“Peace, Peace,” when there is no peace. 
The signing of the Concordat and the 
restoration of the Pope to temporary pow- 
er did not end the conflict. The Vati- 
can and Fascism represent two distinct 
forces, each striving for supremacy. One 
must eventually give way, and the ques- 
tion is which shall it be? 


What Fascism Represents 


Fascism, which has so rapidly come to 
the front in Italy, represents monarchy 
under the single-track mind of an abso- 
lute dictator. It is the despotism of 
monarchy, and it is significant that it 
rises on the seat of the old Roman Em- 
pire, the fourth great world empire, from 
which the fifth and last is to spring. The 
emperor or dictator will be more des- 
potic than Napoleon, more cruel than 
Nero, and all is to be utterly destroyed 
by the coming of the Son of man. 

Fascism is opposed to everything which 


stands in the way of its ultimate rule 
and supremacy, and seems bound io 
spread until the United States of Europe, 
or League of Nations in Europe, is 
headed up under one emperor or dicti- 
tor. The beast out of the sea will rise, 
with power, great authority, a world won- 
dering after him, to continue for a bri:f 
season (Rev. 13), with everything before 
him giving way, a world under gre:t 
tribulation, till “the time of the enc” 
(Dan. 12). 


Catholicism on the Wane 


Catholicism has dominated many cour- 
tries for centuries, with little to commend 
it in these countries to God or men. In 
South America there has been bigotry, 
intolerance, superstition and _ illiteracy, 
and the immorality has been appalling. 

A recent number of Inland South Amer- 
ica (June 15, 1931) gives the illiteracy 
of five of these countries as from fifty 
to ninety per cent of the population. It 
states that from eighteen to ninety per 
cent of the population are born out of 
wedlock, and quotes one of the doctors 
as authority, that a large part of the 
population suffers from dread disease as 
a result of the appalling moral condition. 
Is it any wonder that the people of these 
countries are revolting from the rule of 
Catholicism, and its predominance is on 
the wane? 

The Struggle in Italy 


Catholic rule in Spain has now been 
broken with great loss of prestige and 
property, and danger to its adherents. 
It looks as though its power were gone 
there as well as in Mexico. Now the 
struggle centers in Italy, its stronghold 
of ecclesiastical and temporal power, and 
what will be the end? The difference 
may be patched up by diplomacy, but it 
will be only a temporary truce. Fascism 
and Catholicism represent different 
things, and the Word of God indicates 
a coming conflict of which the present 
is only a foreshadowing. 

The last great arbitrary, tyrannic dic 
tator, like Nebuchadnezzar, who started 
Gentile lordship over the world, will de- 
mand worship for himself (II Thess. 
2:3, 4) under penalty of death (Rev. 13). 
What then will become of a false Chris- 
tendom left in the world, when our Lord 
takes His own to be with Himself? 

The Word of God is plain. Religious 
Babylon will be destroyed by political 
Babylon, and that which ends Gentile 
dominion will be destroyed by the com- 
ing of the Lord Jesus with all His holy 
angels. It is the stone which is to be 
cut out of the mountains without hands 
(Dan. 2:31-45).

Helping Forward the Affliction 


Such endeavors but help further the 
affliction and bring about a quick con- 
summation of His Word.

Old and New Testaments Agree 


Observe that what is here said of 
Jacob is applied by the apostle Paul, 
through the same Spirit of inspiration, 
to the nations who reject Christ, and they 
are identified by him with the coming 
“day of the Lord” (I Thess. 5:2, 3). Thus 
it is clearly seen that despite the efforts 
for peace, that wars and desolations are 
determined even to the time of the end. 
Yet the endeavors for universal peace 
continue despite the divine predictions 
to the contrary, and “by peace they de- 
stroy many” even standing against the 
Prince of princes, as said the prophet 
Daniel; and in so doing they fall in line 
with the “mystery of iniquity” which is 
working to bring about the defeat of true 
righteousness (II Thess. 2:3-12). 

The Second Psalm is highly predictive, 
both of the first and the second advents 
of Christ. This psalm.clearly shows that 
the kings, rulers and people will seek 
to cast off the cords of God and His 
Christ, and combine themselves against 
the divine program, to bring about a con- 
federation and brotherhood of their own 
making. Ministers who ally themselves 
with such movements are helping to for- 
ward the afflictions predicted by the 
prophets, and are repeating the siren 
song of delusive hope, saying, “Peace, 
peace, when there is no peace.” And 
when they shall say, “Peace and safety,” 
then sudden destruction shall come upon 
them and they shall not escape. 


Current Witnesses Testify 


The great writers of the day who are 
close observers of conditions are saying 
that, instead of a trend toward peace, 
there is a rapid movement toward an- 
other great war, that nations are pre- 
paring for fighting on a larger scale than 
ever before. Every invention of note is 
commented upon and explained in the 
terms of war—how that it may be used 
to advantage in the next great conflict. 
The people are war minded, yet are cry- 
ing “Peace.” 

Before the last World War the people 
were saying that we had become too en- 
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lightened to ever enter very seriously into 
hostility, and at the same time the na- 
tions were preparing for fighting on a 
large scale. The “war to end war” only 
engendered fear and distrust, so that to- 
day we stand exactly where we were be- 
for the World War, arming for a greater 
conflict, while the dreamers dream of 
peace. And when they say peace, then 
sudden desttuction. 


Lowell Thomas and Will Rogers 

Lowell Thomas, radio broadcaster of 
the Literary Digest, has said in effect, 
that the very nations who were so urgent- 
ly advocating peace, are also active in 
preparing for war. The United States 
senators have repeatedly stated that there 
is a need for more war preparation on 
the part of the United States in order 
that we may be able to keep pace with 
other nations which are so fervently en- 
gaged in preparations for war. 

Will Rogers, beneath whose witticisms 
lurks a keen philosophy and many a tru- 
ism, has said practically the same thing, 
that twenty of the leading nations who 
were urging peace dre the same twenty 
nations who are as actively engaged in 
war preparations. 

Thus we can see that while men talk 
of peace, they prepare for conflict. All 
of which is a sure sign that the scriptural 
predictions are coming to pass. And the 
two lines of predictive prophecy are in 
their course of fulfillment; namely, that 
when men say, “Peace and safety” in view 
of a coming “destruction,” that at the 
same time they will be “keeping the mu- 
nitions, watching the ways, making the 
loins strong, fortifying their power 
mightily’—preparing for war on a large 
scale.

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How God Saved William Penn

Founder of the State of Pennsylvania 
By Rev. Duncan McNeill, Chicago, III. 


4 YHE story of how Pennsylvania, the 
“Keystone State,” so called from its 
geographical position in the center 
of the thirteen original states on the 

Atlantic seaboard, was founded as a col- 

ony by William Penn in 1681, is one of the 

most wonderful episodes in the history of 

America and one of the most beautiful in- 

cidents in the history of the age. How 

William Penn changed that immense belt 

of virgin forest in North America into 

the most populous of all the colonies, es- 
tablished under happier conditions than any 
state had ever known; how he decided that 
it should be called by the name of Penn- 
sylvania, the land of freedom, and that its 

capital should be . 

named Philadel- 

phia—the City of 

Brotherly Love; 

how he won the 

hearts of the sav- 
age Indians by his 
beautiful Christian 
character until 
there was not a 
tenant of a wig- 
wam from the Sus- 
quehanna to the 
sea that ever 
doubted his integ- 
rity, is a story that 
will live forever. 
Macaulay, the 
famous historian, 
has declared that 

William Penn will 

always be men- 

tioned with honor, 

“as a founder of 

a colony who did 

not, in his dealings 

with a savage peo- 
ple, abuse the 
strength derived 
from civilization, 
and as a lawgiver who, in an age of perse- 
cution, made religious liberty the corner- 
stone of his policy.” The splendid con- 
quests of Penn, however, were not merely 
the outcome of his. undoubted genius and 
greatness of mind, profound scholarship or 
astute diplomacy, but they were the tri- 
umphs of his faith in Christ. Over and 
over again he tells us in his journal, “This 
is the victory that overcometh the world, 
even our faith,” and that was the text of 

Holy Scripture that was used of God in 

the conversion of William Penn, when he 

was in the flower of his youth, to quote 
his own words, being then only twenty-two 
years old. 


His First Revival Impressions 


William Penn was born in the year 1644, 
and spent his boyhood years in his beau- 
tiful English home in Essex, where his 
father, Sir William Penn, had one of his 
fine estates. When he was a school-boy he 
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used to roam through the forest that en- 
circled his home, lost in deep, silent con- 
templation of God, heaven, and the possi- 
bility of his soul’s access to such a won- 
derful Creator, who had made all things 
*so beautiful in their season. Many a time, 
he tells us, God revealed Himself to his 
young heart in such wonderful fashion that 
he could never doubt the existence of God 
nor question the love of God for the chil- 
dren of men. It may have been an inci- 
dent which he relates of his early child- 
hood, that started his young mind to think 
of spiritual things. 

When but a small boy, his father took 
him to live for a time on his Irish estate,

which was close to the city of Cork. 
During this time an earnest Quaker evan- 
gelist was paying a visit to Cork, and his 
meetings became the center of a remark- 
able revival. God richly blessed this Qua- 
ker preacher, whose name was Thomas 
Loe, and many were converted to Christ. 
Penn’s father invited Loe to visit his home, 
and Loe accepted the invitation. Before 
leaving the home of the Penn’s, he ad- 
dressed the assembled household, and pre- 
sented to them their need of the Saviour 
and the Saviour to meet their need, with 
such Holy Ghost power, that one of the 
servants began to weep aloud and cry to 
God for mercy. Not only were the ser- 
vants moved to tears, but Penn’s father 
also was so melted in heart that tears were 
seen to trickle down his bronzed cheeks. 
That incident of his childhood William 
Penn never forgot. It left upon his ten- 
der young heart a lasting impression of 
the reality of all things spiritual. 


The Story of His Conversion 

When Penn was a lad of sixteen his 
father sent him to the University in Ox- 
ford, and while there he was initiated into 
many of the sins of youth that hitherto 
were unknown to him. But in the midst 
of his Oxford debauchery he learned that 
Thomas Loe, the Quaker preacher, had his 
home in Oxford, and was being perse- 
cuted for Christ’s sake and his preaching 
of the gospel, and had already suffered a 
term of imprisonment for conscience’ sake, 
To the horror and amazement of his 
father and the authorities of the univer- 
sity, the good man’s sufferings for his con- 
victions awoke in the heart of the studeni, 
Penn, his _pro- 
foundest s y m pa- 
thies, and he ar- 
dently espoused the 
case of poor 
Thomas Loe. This 
involved him in 
such disfavor with 
the authorities of 
the university that 
they ordered his 
dismissal at once. 

Six years later, 
when Penn was 
back living on his 
father’s estate in 
Ireland, Thomas 
Loe revisited Cork. 
God was _ again 
blessing the minis- 
try of the godly 
Quaker, and the 
city was stirred 
once more. Penn, 
of course, attended 
his meetings. One 
memorable night 
Loe preached with 
burning fervor and 
passion from _ the 
text: “This is the victory that over- 
comes the world, even our faith!” The 
words of God were fixed by the Holy 
Spirit upon the heart of young Penn. He 
was electrified. His whole being was 
stirred to its depths. The tears of his 
repentance flowed like a fountain, and 
that night he renounced the world, the 
flesh, and the Devil, taking the Lord Je- 
sus Christ as his own personal Saviour. 
“It was in this way,” he writes, “that God, 
in His everlasting kindness, guided my 
feet in the flower of my youth, when about 
two and twenty years of age.” Penn’s 
conversion was now completed. This was 
in 1666, the age of the great conflagra- 
tion in London, when that city was de- 
stroyed by fire. 


Penn’s Famous Contemporaries 


The Word of God tells us that “if any 
man be in Christ Jesus he is a new crea- 
tion, old things have passed away and all 
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things have become new.” That is exact- 
ly what took place in the experience of 
William Penn. He was a new man. His 
conversion must not be regarded simply as 
4 change of opinion. It penetrated his 
moral nature. It made him a new man 
and lifted him into another sphere of spir- 
itual life and consciousness. The love of 
God shed abroad in his heart by the Holy 
Spirit transfigured his life, and gave him 
a sweetness of disposition, a winsomeness 
in his ways, and a courtliness of bearing 
tha. won for him the friendships of all 
soris and conditions of men. In personal 
piety and robust character he was not 
one whit behind his famous contemporar- 
ies, Oliver Cromwell, John Bunyan, and 
Joh: Milton. For Oliver Cromwell died 
whcn Penn was sixteen, and when he 
heard that never-to-be-forgotten sermon by 
Thomas Loe that led to his conversion, 
John Milton was just finishing his Para- 
dis’ Lost, and John Bunyan was writing 
his Pilgrim’s Progress in Bedford Jail. 

Venn’s father, Sir William Penn, was 
an admiral inthe English Navy, and 
when he died the nation was in his debt 
to the extent of fifty-five thousand dol- 
lars. This amount Sir William bequeath- 
ed to his son. But as the national ex- 
chequer was unable to pay this sum in 
cash, it was agreed to offer William Penn, 
the heir of the old English admiral, a vast 
tract of forest land in North America 
which belonged to England, in full settle- 
ment of his claim. The offer was ac- 
cepted, and on March 4, 1681, Pennsyl- 
vania was granted to William Penn as a 
propietary colony. It was then that he 
resolved to found his new colony under 
the conditions prompted by his knowledge 
of God’s love, and his passion for the wel- 
fare of his persecuted Christian brethren. 
And so he set out to perform the gigantic 
task of conquering a new world, not with 
spears and swords, but by his invincible 
faith in God, for his conversion text was 
the motto of his life, “This is the victory 
that overcometh the world, even our faith.” 

3efore Penn set out for America, he 
had been ‘called to pay a last visit to the 
man who led him to Christ. Thomas Loe 
was dying. As Penn stood by his bedside 
the dying Quaker took him by the hand 
and said: 

“Stand faithful and true to God. This 
is the way in which the holy men of old 
walked. Walk in it and thou shalt pros- 
per. Live for God and He shall be with 
you. I can say no more. The love of 
God overcomes my heart!” It was with 
these words ringing in his ears that he 
set out to overcome the world. 


The Most Remarkable Treaty in the 
World 


When Penn was thirty-eight years old, 
the Duke of York signed a deed that gave 
Penn the right to take over the lower 
counties on the Delaware, and these were 
united to Pennsylvania on December 7, 
1082. Then took place the historic meeting 
on the banks of the Delaware River of 
\Villiam Penn and the savage redskinned 
Indians, who hated the pale-face settlers, 
aud the making of his famous treaty of 
peace, friendship and good will with the 
fierce tribesmen. It is to this day one of 
the most remarkable deeds in all history. 
Voltaire said of it: “It is the only treaty 
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that was ever made without an oath, and 
the only treaty that never was broken.” 
When the Indians chiefs met with him, 
Penn assured them that he was unarmed. 
They also laid aside their weapons. He 
told them that he desired their friendship, 
and he undertook that neither he nor any 
of his friends should ever do the slightest 
injury to the person or property of an 
Indian. They in turn bound themselves 
to live in love with him and his, “as long 
as the sun and moon shall endure.” 

George Bancroft, the famous American 
historian, in his History of the United 
States, says: 


“This treaty of peace and friendship 
was made under the open sky, by the 
side of the Delaware, with the sun and 
the river and the forest for witnesses. 
It was not confirmed by an oath, or 
ratified by signatures and seals. No 
written record of the conference can 
be found, and its terms and conditions 
had no abiding monument, but on the 
heart. There they were written like 
the law of God and were never for- 
gotten. The simple sons of the wil- 
derness, returning to their wigwams, 
kept the history of the covenant by 
strings of wampum, and long after- 
wards in their cabins, they would count 
over the shells on a clean piece of bark 
and recall to their memory and repeat 
to their children or to the stranger, the 
words of William Penn.” 


The Triumph of Faith and Love 


To the world at large it looked like a 
ridiculous, fantastic agreement, that would 
last no longer than the changing moods of 
the Indians, and soon would be forgotten. 
But we know that although the Indians 
were accustomed to slaughter, and knew 
no language but language of the toma- 
hawk and scalping knife; that ever since 
the white man had settled in their terri- 
tory the red men had been on the warpath, 
and were drenching the other colonies with 
the blood of the English settlers, yet no 
drop of Quaker blood was ever shed by 
an Indian! The hearths of Pennsylvania 
enjoyed undisturbed repose and _ perfect 
peace. So completely did William Penn, 
by the influence of his robust and impress- 
ive character, the development of his 
faith in God, obtain the victory over the 
savage hearts of the uncivilized tribes of 
bloodthirsty Indians. Bancroft says: 


“His character always triumphed. 
His name was fondly cherished as a 
household word in the cottages of the 
old world; and not a tenant of a wig- 
wam from the Susquehanna to the sea 
doubted his integrity. His fame is as 
wide as the world; he is one of the few 
- who has gained abiding glory.” 


William Penn died when he was seventy- 
four years old, having served his genera- 
tion faithfully to the end. But the great- 
est of his contributions to history is this, 
that he won all his victories through faith 
in God and Jesus Christ, whose he was 
and whom he served. Just a few months 
before he passed away his memory became 
impaired and he lost the power of speech. 
But although his intellect was impaired 
and his reason prostrated, his sweetness of 
disposition rose serenely over the clouds of 
disease, and in full assurance of faith in 
Jesus he went in to see the King. When 
the Indians heard that their friend Onas 
(that was the name the Indians gave him) 
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was dead, they sent a message of sym- 
pathy to his widow accompanied by a gift 
of beautiful furs, and in their message 
said this: “These skins are to protect you 
whilst passing through the thorny wilder- 
ness without your guide.”

THE HANDICAP OF YOUTH 

Sir George Newman, the great British 
educational authority, tells the Royal Com- 
mission : 

“There were over a million boys and 
girls at school in Great Britain unable to 
take adequate advantage of facilities for 
elementary education because of the ter- 
rible handicap placed upon them by three 
outstanding factors—strong drink, venereal 
disease, and evil-mindedness. The first 
factor was often causative to the other 
two. There were 20,000 blind babies in 
Great Britain who, but for the factors of 
strong drink and venereal disease, would 
probably have had normal sight.” 

If some of these sob-sisters around New 
York would lay aside their cigarets and 
consider that what Sir George says is 
about juvenile delinquency in England, 
they might get some valuable light on this 
subject that they talk so much about and 
know so little about. .

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The Printed Word an Evangelist

EARLY 400 years ago, Martin 

Luther said, “One of the greatest 

blessings God has given us is the 

gospel in print,” and in our own 
day Robert E. Speer is reported to 
have said, “The best thing men can do 
is to spread the Bible and to get it read 
and obeyed. This would be the end of 
hard times, of poverty, of unemployment, 
of injustice or wrong or war... . Christ 
is the only hope of individuals and so- 
ciety, and the Bible is the only book which 
tells His story.” 

In the limited experience of the writer 
he has found the use of pocket Gospels 
given out in connection with the preach- 
ing of the Word most effective in reviv- 
ing the life of a church. It also stimu- 
lates attendance, for as people read the 
gospel in their homes, they are brought 
to a desire to hear it expounded in the 
pulpit. 

Though a man may not believe very 
much of the Bible, it is well to give him 
a portion to read, for it is just this 
message which God’s Spirit uses to bring 
one under conviction. Man’s word may 
be helpful, especially if in straightfor- 
ward personal testimony to God’s grace 
in Christ, but God’s Word is the Sword 
of the Spirit. Though a man may not 
so believe it, “stick him with it,” as Ralph 
Norton, of Belgium, says. Use the Word 
itseli—it has penetrating power. 


Some Striking Illustrations 


This is illustrated by a recent incident 
reported by a missionary in Porto Rico. 
He had challenged a girl with the per- 
sonal claims of Christ. She had refused 
and argued about trusting the Church and 
across. “A few days later,” he writes, 
“I was at the same door and found this 
same girl sitting in the door reading a 
Gospel. I asked her where she got the 
book, and she said that some one had 
given it to her father by the roadside. 
Thus the words which she had refused 
from me, were now finding their way to 
her—only in the perfect form of inspira- 
tion and not of human argument.” 

The writer has corresponded with a 
justice of the peace in Mississippi who 
presents each couple that comes to him 
to be married with a Testament. He 
wrote, “I think they are always appreci- 
ated. Anyway, I feel that I am doing a 
little good toward their marriage success 
when I give them the Word of God.” 
What a natural and wholesome way to 
“let one’s light shine,” and thus challenge 
the bride and groom with the claims of 
Christ as they start out in married life. 

On one occasion a minister was to 
speak at a service on a state prison farm. 
Having some Scripture text cards en- 
titled, “You Should Know,” which quoted 
words to the effect that “God will judge 


the world,” that “The wages of sin is 
death,” that “Christ died for the un- 
godly,” etc., he took the phrase, “You 


Should Know,” as his text and after the 
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gospel message gave each hearer a copy 
of this Scripture portion (Life Series 
No. 3 by the Scripture Gift Mission, 
Philadelphia). What better way to clinch 
the message, so that the men could read 
God’s Word for themselves after having 
heard it faithfully spoken? 


Personal Evangelism 


For evangelism which is limited in its 
contacts or follow-up, such as hospital 
and jail services, how very important it 
is to use the printed Word to bring con- 
viction of sin and repentance toward 
God? Man’s words are often forgotten, 
but God’s Word has the power of the 
Spirit back of it in a unique manner. A 
correspondent reported that he recently 
met a man on the streets of a southern 
city whom he had not seen for two and 
a half years. He was reminded of the 
Testament he had given the man when he 
had seen him before in jail. He still had 
the Testament as a treasured possession 
and a constant companion. Through it

ra@\HeE mountain schools of 
the South afford the most 
[ss se field in America 
for sowing the gospel seed, 
as the Bible is largely respected 
as the Word of God, and the 
mcuntain states either require or 
pe mit the reading of it in the 
pvvlic schools. Also most of the 
te chers of the mountain schools 
ar willing to co-operate in the circulation 
oi Christian literature in the community 
api to encourage their scholars in mem- 
or zing Bible verses. These teachers 
shape the thought of the rising genera- 
tion to a large degree, especially in sec- 
tins without Church and Sunday School 
pr.vileges. 
Dangers Ahead 


But there are dangers ahead which call 
fo prompt action. The broadening educa- 
tional standards of the mountain states are 
making it necessary for rural teachers to 
take special training in the state universi- 
tics and colleges in order to secure certi- 
fiates. Sad to say, the educational sys- 
tun in the state schools, and apparently 
i) many of the denominational institutions 
aiso, is saturated with modern, man-made 
puilosophy which is frequently opposed to 
hible truth. On the other hand, many of 
the mountain teachers, and those in prep- 
aration for such service, are not sufficiently 
erounded in the Word of God to detect 
the errors of these philosophies of men 
and consequently are unwittingly led into 
the intellectual snares of “science, falsely 
so-called.” 

It is therefore of the utmost importance 
that both teachers and scholars be given 
the Word of God now, in order that it may 
prove “a lamp unto their feet” in the haz- 
ardous days which are before them. The 
gospel of Christ alone can fortify them 
against the time when the enemy will 
undertake to sow in their minds his tares 
of infidelity in the form of modern evolu- 
tionary science. Many teachers are eager 
to do all they can to help their pupils 

iritually, but they need assistance. 


A Channel of Blessing 

In view of the situation, the Bible In- 
stitute Colportage Association of Chicago, 
; undertaking to place Christian books, 
Scripture portions, and New Testaments in 
the hands and homes of the mountain peo- 
vle through the agency of the public 
schools. They correspond with the teachers 
and offer to send the literature to them 
‘ree. During the last school. year, more 
than 100,000 were evangelized by means of 
the gospel in print, and 23,000 boys and 
irls earned prizes for Bible memory work. 
The plan consists in sending an assort- 
ient of interesting and attractive gospel 
tory books to the teacher upon request. 
Vith them a Gospel of John is provided 
or each pupil able to read, and every one 
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who reads it and memorizes certain selec- 
tions making plain the way of salvation 
receives a copy of the New Testament. 
Thousands have earned New Testaments 
in this way. Along with this choice ma- 
terial some helps are included for the 
teacher, pointing out the dangers in the 
trend of modern education, and setting 
forth some unshakable evidences of the 
divine origin of the Bible. 


Testimonies from Teachers 


The following letters from a teacher in 
Virginia show the appreciation with which 
the literature is received: 


“T am teaching public school in a sec- 
tion of Virginia that has no churches; 
no one has a Bible, and religion is al- 
most unknown here in the mountains. 
I have a large enrollment of boys and 
girls of all grades, and not one has ever 
read the Bible. I found upon investiga- 
tion that there were no Bibles in any 
of the homes.” 


After a supply of Moody books and 
Bible portions were sent, the following was 
written by this same teacher: 


“T received with pleasure the books 
and Pocket Treasurys. I want to thank 
you personally and also in behalf of 
those to whom I gave them. I have 
never seen people appreciate the gospel 
as these people do. Every child that is 
large enough to read has memorized the 
portion that you required and many 
other verses besides. There are about 
twenty-five families close around here 
that have no Bibles, or any chance to 
attend church. I can use literature 
among them to good advantage. The 
books you sent are being read rapidly. 
Books are such a treat here in the 
mountains. Twenty pupils know the 
required portions now and others are 
still working on them. I will appre- 
ciate the Gospels of St. John.” 


Many such letters have been received 
from teachers in Kentucky, Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia, West Virginia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, and Georgia, as well as 
the Ozark mountains of. Missouri and 
Arkansas. Another teacher writes: 


“I’m a teacher in the mountains of 
Kentucky where a Bible is scarcely 
known. If you have anything in the 
way of books I could use in the rural 
schools I would be so pleased to have 
them. There isn’t a child in my school 
that knows what a Bible story means.” 


The Association pleads for the liberal 
support of God’s stewards that they may 





be able to send this literature 
free to all mountain teachers who 
request it and undertake to dis- 
tribute it carefully. Twenty-five 
thousand dollars is needed now 
to make it possible to supply 
5,000 schools, thereby reaching 
over 300,000 mountain boys and 
girls, and an equal number of 
“home folks.” Five dollars will 
meet the expenses of supplying the aver- 
age mountain school. All contributions 
may be sent to D. L. Moody Book Fund, 
843 N. Wells Street, Chicago.

The Revival at Yale 

A century or so ago the universities of 
America were in a desperate plight from 
the same cause. Princeton, Yale, Harvard, 
and others were almost entirely given up 
to unbelief. Then in the darkest hour God 
graciously poured out His Spirit and many 
hundreds were gloriously converted. At 
Yale it seemed at one time that the whole 
mass of students would press into the 
kingdom. And most of the converts en- 
tered the ministry. The same thing may 
happen in our day—if it is not too late, 
and the time too short. 

Whatever may be the outcome, there is 
one blessed assurance we may cherish. God 
can neither be argued nor organized out 
of existence. When the nations rage, and 
the people give themselves up to vain im- 
aginations, “he that sitteth in the heavens 
shall laugh; the Lord shall hold them in 
derision.” For men to challenge God is 
as though the sea challenged the sky. “The 
wicked are like the troubled sea, when it 
cannot rest.” Let that sea rage and roar 
as it will, not even a smother of spray will 
ever splash upon the throne of the Eternal 
God.

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MR. STRACHAN HAS A UNIQUE 
HEARING 


Despite the vigorous opposition (both 
clerical and official) to the evangelical 
faith in Peru, Rev. Harry Strachan, direc- 
tor of the Latin America Evangelization 
Campaign, has recently had some really ex- 
traordinary meetings in a number of im- 
portant centers, of which the following ex- 
perience at Chilayo is a striking example: 

“In view of the difficulties of the work, 
and the prejudice against it, there did not 
seem to be much promise of a successful 
campaign. In accordance with our usual 
procedure we decided to try and break 
down this prejudice by theater meetings. 
Upon making inquiries, however, we found 
that the theaters were 
having picture shows each 
evening, and hence to se- 
cure either of the two in 
town we would be obliged 
to pay what we judged to 
be an exorbitant price. 
One of the proprietors, 
however, suggested that 
in view of the character 
of my meetings for men 
the municipal authorities 
might be willing to pay 
the cost of the theater for 
this special meeting. Act- 
ing on this suggestion, I 
interviewed the mayor of 
the city and put the mat- 
ter before him. We had 
a most interesting inter- 
view, with the outcome 
that he called a special 
meeting of the town 
council for that afternoon 
that I might meet them 
and discuss the matter. 
The result of that interview was that 
they decided to allow me the use of 
the municipal palace for two special confer- 
ences. This fine building has a handsome 
conference hall accommodating almost 600 
people. The mayor had a special notice 
published in each of the four local papers 
inviting the public to my meetings. He 
also sent a special note around to the prin- 
cipal centers of education inviting the 
young people. 


The Mayor Himself Presides! 

“And so when our first meeting took 
place the fine salon was literally jammed 
to the doors with a splendid representative 
gathering, especially of young men, and 
the interest and attention from the first 
moment to the last was excellent. Doubt- 
less this was due in part to the very gra- 
cious speech made by the mayor himself in 
presenting me to the audience. But more 
than that was the very real power that the 
Lord gave me throughout. 

“On the following two nights our meet- 
ings were held in the mission hall and 
drew exceptional crowds that packed the 
place, Kstening with splendid attention. 
Then last night we had our second meeting 
in the municipal palace which was again 
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crowded to the doors with people being 
wedged in the corridors unable to enter. 
This time we had both sexes present, my 
first meeting having been for men only. 
Again the mayor presented me with a nice 
little speech, and again the Spirit of God 
gave me great liberty of utterance and 
power, more especially as I brought the 
Lord before them as the great and all suf- 
ficient Saviour. And all this in the munic- 
ipal palace with the mayor himself presid- 
ing. It surely indicates God’s wonderful 
working power.” 





A LIVE CHURCH IN KOREA

Each year our Presbytery committees plan 
for some special form of evangelistic cam- 
paign to cover every corner of our field. 
This year it began with the great revival 
meetings in the new college gymnasium 
which seats about 6,000. The building was 
crowded to the doors every night for two 
weeks, and then for another week it was 
filled with students in special meetings. 
One of the Korean pastors did all the 
preaching in the big meetings. During 
those first two weeks, every evening the 
groups of new converts of that evening, 
men and women separately, were organ- 
ized at once into classes under some leader, 
Korean or missionary. These held tht re- 
spective groups together each night until 
the end of the meeting, taking them apart 
into another room for special instruction 
after each public gathering. My group of 
forty or so, which I received on the fourth 
day, was one of the most interesting classes 
that I have ever tried to teach. Each night 
I taught them one fundamental doctrine of 
the faith, and gave instructions regarding

We 
climbed hills with a thirty degree grade, 
and then with the cart wheels fast locked 
by rope, we skidded down other hills just 
as steep. How we enjoyed the stops at

While we held our gatherings another sta- 
tion was robbed and a brigand chief, who 
last summer deprived the writer of cart 
and mule, had taken up quarters in the 
City of Kuyuan, together with his horde, 
having been mustered into the regular arniy 
by the resident general. We wondered how 
this would turn out. No more had we le‘t 
Kuyuan when the brigand chief and his 
men rebelled and disarmed the gener]. 
Pondering these things we can surely and 
gratefully thank our Heavenly Father for 
His gracious care over us. We met in 
tranquility for a period of eight days and 
were perfectly carefree and happy. Truly, 
‘He careth for you.’ Over certain sections 
of the road going and coming we required 
military escort so as not to be molested by 
highwaymen.” 





RUSSIAN INTOLERANCE 


All books and magazines are rigidly cen- 
sored, and the only newspapers are govern- 
ment controlled. Most of the churches 
carry on services, but the Soviet rulers seek 
to bring about the eventual dissolution oi 
the Church by turning the minds of the 
children away from God, and putting vari 
ous handicaps upon the prosecution of ac- 
tive church life. They have disestablished 
and disendowed the Church. They have 
closed the seminaries. Religious instruc- 
tion of groups of three or more children 
under eighteen years of age is prohibited. 
The priests cannot vote and they receive 
no ration book to buy food and clothing at 
the government stores. 

No weekly activities, such as clubs and 
classes, are permitted—nothing but the car- 
rying on of services of worship. 


Godless Culture 


The communist government, despotic 
though it be, is determined that everybody 
shall ‘be educated in everything—except 
religion. They are building schools, raising 
the salaries of teachers, giving free board 
and tuition to about half the students at 
technical schools, medical schools, and col- 
leges, publishing and selling millions of 
books and leaflets, establishing libraries both 
permanent and itinerant, putting on educa- 
tional films jn the movies, and broadcasting 
instructional talks from the giant radio sta- 
tion at Moscow. Last year ten million 
adults were taught to read and write, most 
of them by volunteer leaders, urged on by 
communist enthusiasts. Sixty per cent oi 
the recruits for the Red army entered the 
barracks illiterate. Two or three years 


later they were ninety-five per cent literate. ' 


They are organizing study groups or “Red 
Corners” in every industrial establishment 
and classes and lectures in the “Workers 
Clubs” and “Peasant Homes.”—The

white man’s religion. It will then be too 
late to talk about the ‘evangelization of 
the Negroes of America.’ The work will 
be hard indeed. 

“Second, this drift from their Christian 
faith comes from the leadership of those 
who have been educated in large universi- 
ties which are now saturated with rational- 
ism and with a pagan philosophy of hu- 
man life and human destiny. Pagan edu- 
cation in America is thus ruining the high- 
est prospects of the Negro in America by 
setting him adrift and destroying the world 
objectives that were beginning to dawn 
before him as an evangelical Christian 
people.” 





FOR “STARVING AMERICA” 


An African church has sent money to 
“starving America”! Three dollars and 
seventy-seven cents has come to the Pres- 
byterian Foreign Board, from Batanga, 
Africa. It comes from a few native Chris- 
tians, and is forwarded by Rev. Albert I. 
Good, D.D., Presbyterian missionary, with 
the following letter: 

“A month or so ago there was a little 
article in the Bulu news sheet, the Mefeo, 
telling of the hard times in America, and 
indicating that there were actually people 
in America who did not have enough to 
eat. This particular item caught the at- 
tention of Pastor Eduma Musambi and his 
son Musambi, who is an elder in the church 
at Batanga, and they decided to give some- 
thing for the starving people in America. 
They quietly told the church people about 
it, and entirely of their own volition, a sum 
of money was gathered, which I enclose to 
you. I had nothing whatever to do with 
this matter, except to receive the money 
and transmit it.” 

A contribution of sixteen cents was from 
a widow who sold food to give it. 

This is bread cast upon the water, re- 
turning after many days.—The Missionary 
Review of the World. 





COST OF DISCIPLESHIP 
In an outcaste village of South India a 
heathen festival was to take place. Before 
the idol grove, trenches were being dug, 
as all food to be eaten would have to be 
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cooked before the gods, offered to them, 
and then be taken for the feast. 

This ceremony sorely troubled an out- 
caste lad who recently had been baptized. 
Down to the mission house he went to 
talk with the missionary. “Sir,” he said, 
“do you think I should eat food that will 
be offered to idols tomorrow?” The mis- 
sionary knew that to ask a boy to go with- 
out food for a whole day while the rest 
of the family were feasting was not an 
easy matter. Turning to the boy he said, 
“What is Jesus saying to you in your 
heart?” The boy replied, “He says, 
‘Don’t.’” The missionary answered, “If 
Jesus says in your heart, ‘Don’t,’ there is 
no use inquiring of me what you are to 
do.” Together they asked God to give 
the lad grace to do what Jesus had said 
to him in his heart. 

Chose Rather to Suffer 

On the festival day the little band of 
Christians gathered to hold their service 
among the assembled idol worshipers who 
were watching the food being cooked be- 
fore the gods. The idols were to the 
right and the Christian open-air meeting 
to the left of the entrance to the village. 
The singing of the Christians was well 
started when the lad appeared at the vil- 
lage entrance. Would he join his family 
by the idols and so be assured of a feast, 
or would he stand with the Christians and 
thus forego his food? The missionary 
lifted his heart to God for strength and 
courage to be given, and presently the 
lad turned toward the little group of 
Christians and before his heathen relatives 
took his stand for Christ and against the 
gods. When the lad returned home, he 
asked his heathen father if he might have 
food that had not been offered to idols. 
But his father drove him from the home 
telling him that if he would not eat what 
the family was eating he could have noth- 
ing. 

Since this event God has honored the 
faithful witness of the young outcaste. 


Persecution followed, but today he is one | 


of the finest Christian men in his village, 
blessed and honored of God—H. Merri- 
weather, in the Ceylon and India Generel 
Mission Bulletin.

(wrong). 











ARE FEWER WGMEN SMOKING? 


Some believe that the crisis in cigarette 
smoking (by women) has been reached, 
and there are some indications that this is 
true. The June U. S. Internal Revenue 
reports show a 300,000,000 decrease in the 
sale of cigarettes during the past year. A 
questionnaire “Do you approve of women 
smoking?” recently mailed out by the 


Woman’s World received 20,000 responses 
as follows: 88 per cent said “No,” 6 per 
cent “Yes,” two others indicated that it 
was immaterial; also 74 per cent thought 
Woman's World should not carry ciga- 
rette ads, 12.5 per cent thought it woul 
be all right, and the rest didn’t care. Re 
cently, only three women were observed 
smoking on the railroad train from Chica- 
go to Los Angeles and return. At the 
Chicagoland Musical Festival last sum 
mer, 115,000 in attendance, a friend of the 
league took special interest in observing th« 
enormous absence of smoking. After care 
fully looking over the crowd, it was esti 
mated that probably not more than on 
person in fifty smoked during the evening 
entertainment—and not a woman was see 
smoking.—Anti-Cigarette Bulletin. 





POSITIVE PRESENTATIONS

WAR AND PEACE 


Never in the history of the world has 
there been more talk of peace than there 
is today, and never may we say has there 
been such preparation for war. It is a 
piradoxical situation. Since the Great War 
ended in 1918 there have been conferences 
iniumerable on the question of the elimi- 
nation of war, and the purging of the war 
spirit from the lives of the nations. In 
February next the Disarmament Confer- 
ence will meet at the League of Nations in 
Geneva. Representatives of all the lead- 
ing powers of the world will have delegates 
present to discuss once’ more the question 
0: reducing or limiting the destructive pow- 
ers of man. High hopes are being set 
uvon this gathering, and the prediction is 
being made that it will be one of the great- 
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est advances yet attained in the abolition 
of war and the ushering in of an era of 
universal peace. 

We cannot share this optimism. While 
every reduction of the tremendous burden 
of expenditure on war paraphernalia that 
cripples the nations of the world is to be 
welcomed, provided it is done on a pro 
rata basis, it is a delusion to think that 
this is the way to universal peace.

SHALL WE HAVE A BACKWARD 
MOVEMENT? 

Bishop A. J. Moore, of the Southern 
Methodist Church, speaking in the Ocean 
Grove auditorium one Sabbath, referred 
to the way many of our organization lead- 
ers are proposing forward movements in 
the Church, and the Bishop added that he 
is disposed to think that what we most 
need is a backward movement, back to the 
Bible as the inspired Word of God, “the 
only infallible rule of faith and practice,” 
back to Jesus without any question or 
doubt as to His deity, back to the Cross 
as the only way of deliverance from sin. 
We think his point is well taken. We 
have been almost fed up on “forward 
movements.” Ever since the “Men and 
Religion Forward Movement” of nearly 
twenty years ago scheme after scheme 
has been offered of pepping up the Church, 
of hitting up the stroke so that we can 
make a little better time toward our finan- 
cial or statistical goals. And many of 
these so-called forward movements have 
done little more than effect a temporary 
excitement or galvanize the churches into 
a brief gain that was quickly lost again. 
Some of them have been like seed sown on 
rocky ground, springing up quickly, but 
because there was no depth of .earth as 
quickly withering away. 

“Back to the Bible,” to a fresh familiar- 
ity with its words and warnings and prom- 
ises! There would almost seem to be a 
disposition to keep away from the old Book. 
Vacation Bible Schools are held where 
the children are taught to weave baskets, 
to make figures in the sand, to cut out 
pictures and dress dolls, but very little 
effort seems to be made in these particular 
schools to familiarize them with the Bible 
itself. We have had occasion recently to 
examine some of the graded courses of 
lesson study for our Sabbath Schools, and 
some of them seem rather remotely re- 
lated to the Word of God. They have 
lessons on friendship and neighborliness, 
and love of the beautiful, race relations, 
social service, and other like subjects which 
are all ethical enough and important 
enough but which are discussed without 





very much reference to the Bible. Why 


can we not have a course of graded Bible 
studies dealing with the great doctrines 
of grace, discovering these doctrines in the 
Word of God and enforcing them by that 
Word, adapting these lessons to the vari- 
ous ages of the children, but all the while 
tieing everything up to the Bible itself and 
familiarizing each group with the revealed 
Word of God? We may goa little farther 
and suggest that many preachers would not 
be the worse if they should have a back to 
the Bible movement in their own study 
rooms. Of course the sermon announce- 
ments in the metropolitan daily are no cer- 
tain indication of the content of the ser- 
mons preached; but glancing over these 
announced themes, one would think that 
almost every other one is discussed than 
those great and ‘inspiring subjects that lie 
thick on every page of the old Book— 
United Presbyterian.

The present Prime Minister of Canada 
has never done a greater thing than when 
recently he admitted the impotence of the 
world’s political leadership and declared 
that “nothing but the grace of God will 
save this world.” 

There are times when the greatest thing 
that can be said is the simplest. And there 
are times when leaders grow in public es- 
teem by frankly admitting their own inade- 
quacy. The developments in this country 
in the past year afford their own comment 
on the futility of competitive policies based 
on alternative programs appealing to pub- 
lic covetousness. Mr. Bennett does not 
luse, but gains prestige by the frankness 
of his own admissions. 

Yet all the history of past intercessions 
for divine intervention, and all the lessons 
of Holy Writ itself, bear witness to this 
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inescapable truth: The Father of all men 
never yet intervened to save humanity 
from the results of its own sins for the 
mere purpose of enabling mankind to get 
a fresh start at sinning. Repentance is the 
key to the gospel of personal salvation. 
Repentance is the necessary preliminary to 
answered appeals on behalf of distressed 
nations. 

Was there ever, in all history, a human 
generation which needed so much to re- 
pent as that now living? In the past few 
years almost 25,000,000 men have been 
slaughtered in battle. Over almost every 
grave now stands the symbol of the Cross. 
What a travesty! At least half of these 
lost lives were sacrificed, not to the Prince 
of Peace, but to the beastliness, avarice 
and selfish ambition of certain nations and 
their rulers. 

And today, when, with a hand never so 
bountiful in all history, God has given 
men food to eat and resources to use—to- 
day poverty stalks in the midst of plenty— 
men starve while food rots—children are 
homeless while houses are vacant—women 
are half-clad while clothing warehouses 
are stocked to the roof. 

Surely Canada, and all so-called Chris- 
tian civilization, needs to call upon the Al- 
mighty to save us from our own selfish- 
ness. “The depression,” said Archbishop 
McNeil, “is not an accident. It is the 
natural result of a long course of individual 
and corporate sin—sinful selfishness.” 

“Thou shalt not take the name of the 
Lord thy God in vain.” It is vain to ap-

6; II Pet. 2:7). The nature of their sin 
is hinted at in Genesis 6:2, 4 and Jude 
7. The time of their sinning was in the 
days of Noah (I Pet. 3:20) and their pun- 
ishment is stated in I Peter 3:19 and 
II Peter 2:4. Their progeny is called the 
Nephilim, or giants (v. 4). Probably 
they were so called both on account of 
their physical size and also because of 
their great iniquity which culminated in 
prevailing corruption, lawlessness, and 
violence (Gen. 6:5, 11, 12).

Question: How can we make religion 
tasteful to youth? 


Answer: What can be more attractive 
than the gospel itself, the “good news” 
of salvation?

Answer: The second coming is in two 
stages, for His Church, and later to judge 
the world. The following events preced- 
ing the second stage are prominent: 
Culmination of the apostasy of the 
Church (II Thess. 2:3; I Tim. 4:1-3) ; the 
awakening and regathering of Israel 
(Deut. 30:1-10); translation of the true 
Church, the body of Christ (I Thess. 
4:14-18); the rise and revealing of the 
Antichrist (II Thess. 2:3-12); the Great 
Tribulation (Rev. 7:13, 14). 





INFINITE PUNISHMENT AND 
GOD’S OMNIPOTENCE 
T. W., New York, N. Y. 

Question: Can finite man commit any 
sin that shall deserve infinite punish- 
ment? If so, would that not, disprove 
God’s omnipotence and woefully limit 
His wisdom? My religious philosophy 
requires a negative answer to the first 
question and an affirmative to the latter. 


Answer: The present writer does not 
understand that the future punishment 
of sin is “infinite” but that punishment 
is meted out according to the nature of 
the sin. Perhaps the questioner means 
“eternal,” rather than “infinite.” In which 
case he may not have fully considered 
the essential nature of sin and its un- 
ending consequences, unless the latter in 
some way be mitigated or wholly elim- 
inated. Such questions cannot be rightly 
answered by any man’s “religious philos- 
ophy” but solely by what God has re- 
vealed in His Word. It ought to be 
apparent that God’s wisdom, and love, 
and mercy are of no. avail to save men 
who remain willfully unbelieving and im- 
penitent. The wisdom and mercy of God 
are nowhere so clearly demonstrated as 
in the marvelous provision He has made 
for the sinner when He suffered and died 
in his stead, thereby giving him an 


opportunity to be set free from the eter- 
nal consequences of his sins. God is not 
so omnipotent that His wisdom and 
mercy can save a soul that wills not 
to be saved. Salvation is possible only 
for the humble and the contrite. 





ESCHATOLOGY

Questions: (1) Does the Tribulation 
cover about seven years at the close of 
the Church Age? (2) Does the Church 
pass through this Tribulation? (3) Are 
the saints who are caught up to meet 
the Lord in the air (I Thess. 4:16-18) 
to be judged in the judgment of the na- 
tions (Matt. 25) or in the judgment of 
the Great White Throne (Rev. 20)? 
(4) Does Christ come to the earth at the 
first resurrection or only into the air? 


Answers: (1) Yes, or perhaps longer. 
But what is known as the Great Tribula- 
tion probably covers only the last three 
and one-half years. (2) We would refer 
you to Dr. Gray’s article, “Shall the 
Church Pass through the Tribulation?” 
in the August number of Moopy Montu- 
Ly. (3) Since the judgment of the liv- 
ing nations occurs after the visible re- 
turn of Christ to the earth in great 
glory and accompanied by His holy 
angels, just preceding His taking the 
throne of His glory, we conclude that 
the saints have no part in this judgment. 
Neither are they judged at the Great 
White Throne judgment which follows 
the Millennium, because that is only for 
the unrighteous (Rev. 20:5, 6). The saints 
never are to come into judgment for their 
sins (John 5:24; Rom. 8:1, 2). (4) Christ 
comes first into the air for His sainis 
prior to the Great Tribulation, but the 
first resurrection is not completed until 
after the Tribulation (Rev. 20:4-6).

Answer: The latter view is that of 
the modernist, but sometimes is unthink- 
ingly accepted by others. While the lan- 
guage may be figurative so far as “finger” 
is concerned, nevertheless the fact re- 
mains that Moses was in no sense the 
author of the Ten Commandments, but 
they originated with and came directly 
and miraculously from the hand of God. 
See also Exodus 24:12; 32:16; 34:1. <A 
seeming contradiction occurs in Exodus 
34:28 with reference to the second tz- 
bles; but the inference that Moses is 
the necessary pronominal antecedent of 
the last sentence of this verse is unwar- 
ranted and would be in contradiction to 
the statement in the first verse of this 
same chapter. Moreover Moses himseif 
distinctly states that God was the writer 
of the second tables as well as the first 
(Deut. 10:2-4). 





BALAAMISM AND NICOLAITANISM

Question: What are Balaamism and 
Nicolaitanism (Rev. 2:14; 2:6, 15)? 


Answer: We are pleased to pass on 
some explanations by one of our readers 
of these two false teachings in the early 
Church and which have persisted to the 
present time: “Balaamism is world-greed 
under the cover and guise of religion.” 
The story of Balak bears out this def- 
inition. But Nicolaitanism is that 
“strangely wanton thing” which our Lord 
said he hated. ‘We find it in Ephesus at 
the very beginning of the Church, and it 
is mentioned as present in the Church of 
Pergamus, but becomes fully developed 
in the Church of Thyatira in the sym- 
bolical Jezebel, that false prophetess who 
taught spiritual fornication and idolatry. 
Nicolaitanism seems to describe a state 
of things which led eventually to rise of 
the priesthood in the Romish Church. 
When bishops accepted rank above their 
fellows, worldliness and loss of spiritua! 
power followed. Civil and political pow- 
ers largely supplanted the spiritual, as is 
the rule when the official representatives 
of Christ use carnal rather than spiritua! 
weapons.

Paul in Ephesus 
Acts 19:1-41 

Golden Text :—And have no fellowship 
with the unfruitful works of darkness, 
but rather reprove them.—Ephesians 
Srit. 

Apollos, an Alexandrian Jew, eloquent 
and mighty in the Scriptures, had pre- 
ceded Paul at Ephesus. He had dili- 
gently taught the things of the Lord, 
knowing only the baptism of John. 
When Acquila and Priscilla heard him, 
they perceived his lack of knowledge of 
Christian truth. Therefore, they took 
him and expounded unto him the way of 
God more perfectly (Acts 18 :24-26). 
Having thus come into a fuller light, the 
brethren gave him a letter of endorse- 
ment as he passed to other fields. 


I. John’s Disciples Become Chris- 
tians (vv. 1-7). 

These twelve disciples had only been 
taught the baptism of repentance as a 
preparation for the kingdom. Paul taught 
them to believe on Christ; that is, to 
receive Christ as the one on the cross 
who had provided redemption for them 
through the shedding of His blood. When 
they believed, they were baptized in the 
name of the Lord Jesus, thus owning 
Him as their Lord and Saviour. When 
they received Christ as their Saviour, 
Paul laid hands on them and they re- 
ceived the Holy Spirit. 


II. Paul Preaching in Ephesus (vv. 
8-10). 

1. In the Jewish Synagogue (v. 8). 

Though the Jews were Paul’s inveter- 
ate enemies, he inflexibly followed his 
rule to go first to them with the gospel. 
He was permitted to preach in the syna- 


gogue for three months. His preaching 
was characterized 

a. By boldness (v. 8). 

He realized that God had sent him 
and that he was therefore backed by 
divine authority. This should character- 
ize the ministry of every Sunday School 
teacher and preacher. No apology should 
be made for their utterances. 

b. By reason (v. 8). 

God’s message is in accord with the 
highest intelligence. 

c. By persuasion (v. 8). 

Paul says, “Knowing the terror of the 
Lord, we persuade men.” It is not 
enough to come boldly with a reasonable 
message, it must be accompanied by per- 
suasion. 

d. By speaking concerning the king- 
dom of God (v. 8). 

He did not discourse on current events, 
philosophy, or the latest in literature, 
but upon the message of salvation 
through Christ. Every opportunity of 
speaking to dying men about Christ 
ought to be used as though another would 
never be given. 
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2. In the Schoolhouse of Tyrannus 
(vv. 9, 10). 

The Jews, being enemies of the gospel 
of the grace of God, were only hardened 
by Paul’s earnest preaching. When they 
came out they spake openly against this 
way of salvation in Christ. Paul sep- 
arated the disciples from them and re- 
sorted to the schoolhouse of Tyrannus. 
A most fruitful ministry was granted 
him here. 


III. God Working Miracles by Pau! 
(vv. 11-16). 

Ephesus was noted for its wonder 
workers. If Paul’s ministry was to be 
successful here, God must in an extra- 
ordinary way put His seal upon his 
work. So wonderfully did He manifest 
His power that handkerchiefs and aprons 
brought from Paul’s body healed the sick 
and cast out evil spirits from those who 
had been made wretched by them. 
Everywhere the spirits owned the su- 
premacy of the risen Lord. Seeing the 
marvelous power operating through Paul, 
certain Jews who went about the coun- 
try practicing the magical arts at the 
expense of their poor unfortunate fel- 
lows undertook to use the name of Jesus 
in their incantations. Knowing that the 
connection with Christ was not real on 
the part of these Jews, the use of His 
name by them only enraged the evil 
spirits who sprang upon and overcame 
them. Paul might have set himself up 
as a faith healer, but the meaning of his 
ministry was clear unto him, moving him 
to declare that he was determined to 
know nothing but Jesus Christ and Him 
crucified. 


IV. A Glorious Awakening (vv. 17- 
41). 

1. Fear Fell upon All (v. 17). 

News of the casting out of these evil 
spirits created impressions favorable to 
Christianity. 

2. A Religious Revival Followed (v. 
18). 

It brought to the front those who pro- 
fessed faith in Christ while not living 
right lives. They believed upon Christ 
but had not broken with their sins. 
Great blessing would come to the Church 
if some awakening could come to those 
whose lives are not in keeping with their 
profession and cause them to openly con- 
fess and make a new start. 

3. Gave Up the Practice of the Black 
Arts (v. 19). 

This means forms of jugglery by the 
use of charms and magical words. All 
such are in opposition to the will of 
God. No one can have fellowship with 
God and practice such arts. They proved 
the genuineness of their actions by pub- 
licly burning their books. Though this 
was expensive, the valuation being about 
$12,500, they did not try to sell the books 
and get their money back. When one 
finds that he has been in wrong business, 


he should make a clean sweep of things 
—burn all his books on_ spiritualism, 
Christian Science, Russellism, etc., empty 
his whiskey and beer in the sewers, 
and have a tobacco party similar to the 
Boston Tea Party. 

4. Uproar of the 
Ephesus (vv. 23-41). 

a. The occasion (vv. 23, 24). 

The power of the gospel was destroy- 
ing the infamous business of Demetrius 
and his fellows. It was clear to them 
that idolatry was tottering before the 
power of the gospel. Their primary in- 
terest was its effect upon the principal 
business of the city, not from a religious 
standpoint. 

b. The method (vv. 25-29). 

Demetrius, a leading business man, 
whose business was the stay of others 
of a similar nature, called a meeting and 
stated that much people had been turned 
from idolatry and that the market for 
their wares was materially weakened, 
He appealed to his fellows. 

(1) On the ground of business (v. 27). 

He said, “This, our craft, is in danger 
of being set at naught.” The world is 
willing to tolerate any kind of religion 
or moral awakening as long as it does 
not interfere with its business or way 
of living. 

(2) On the ground of religious prej- 
udice (v. 27). 

He said that the temple of the great 
Goddess Diana will be despised. He 
became quite religious when he saw that 
his business was being interfered with. 
His speech gained his end. The whole 
crowd was in a rage and yelled in uni- 
son, “Great is Diana of the Ephesians.” 
This method of proving a point seems 
quite modern. The mob was quieted by 
the tact and good judgment of the town 
clerk. He first rebuked them for yelling 
for two hours to prove a point which 
everybody conceded (vv. 35, 36). 

2. Paul Declared Innocent (vv. 37- 
39). 

The town clerk showed that Paul and 
his companions were not guilty of any 
criminal act. 

3. Mob Reproved for Rioting (vv. 40, 
41). 

The people were in danger of being 
called to account for this riot should it 
come to the ears of Caesar.

Paul in Jerusalem 


Acts 21:17-23:22 


Golden Text:—For thou shalt be his 
witness unto all men of what thou hast 
seen and heard.—Acts 22:15. 


I. Paul’s Vow (21:17-26). 

Upon Paul’s arrival at Jerusalem rep- 
resentatives of the Church there gave 
him a most cordial reception. In order 
that the brethren in Jerusalem might 
graciously receive him, it was proposed 
to him by the elders that he take a Jew- 
ish vow to prove that he was in no 
way opposed to the law. The effort was 
to remove prejudice. They recognized 
that such an act would in no way com- 
promise or involve the Gentile brethren. 
Furthermore, this did not compromise 


his own principle of action; namely, tof

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why Paul was arrested, commanded the 
chief council to assemble and brought 
Paul before them. This shows that there 
was an effort made by the Romans to 
give justice to Paul, which was entirely 
lacking in the highest body of the Jews. 
Ecclesiastics sometimes resort to schemes 
which heathen courts would disdain. 

1. Paul’s Protest (vv. 1, 2). 

This was a solicitation of their honor 
to give him a fair hearing, and also a 
look of conscious integrity and unfalter- 
ing courage. He protested that his be- 
havior as a persecutor of the Church 
and a preacher of the gospel had been 
in keeping with the highest principles of 
national integrity. At this the high priest 
ordered that he be smitten on the mouth. 
This was conduct out of keeping with 
the highest religious tribunal. 

2. Paul’s Rebuke. 

“God shali smite thee, thou whited 
wall.” This was a just sentence, no 
doubt directed by the Lord. Paul shows 
that he had the highest respect for the 
office, but the man now occupying it was 
not worthy of it. 

3. Paul’s Appeal (vv. 6-10). 

Seeing that he could not get a fair 
hearing and perceiving that the body 
before him was made up of Pharisees 
and Sadducees, he appealed to the Phari- 
sees, hoping to get their attention, for his 
preaching had something in common with 
their belief. 

V. The Lord Stood by Paul (v. 11). 

He was in great need of grace to sus- 
tain him. He may have begun to ques- 
tion the wisdom of his going to Jerusa- 
lem, but the Lord assured him that his 
course was right, and thus comfort was 
brought to his heart. With heaven’s ap- 
proval he was nerved for the trial which 
awaited him at Rome. 

VI. The Conspiracy to Kill Paul 
(vv. 18-22). 

More than forty men banded together 
for the purpose of getting Paul out of 
the way. They placed themselves under 
a curse to abstath from eating and drink- 
ing until they had murdered him. God 
defeated their plan without a miracle. 





November 22 
Paul in Rome 
Acts 25:1-12; 28:16-31 

Golden Text:—I can do all things 
through Christ which strengtheneth me. 
—Philippians 4:13. 

I. Paul Appeals to Caesar (25:1- 
82). 

In order to appreciate this action on 
the part of Paul it is well to get a syn- 
thetic grasp of his experiences which 
forced him to make this appeal. 

1. His Trial before Felix (Acts 24). 

The officials of the Sanhedrin were rep- 
resented by Tertullus, a Roman barrister. 
He brought a fourfold charge against 
Paul: 

a. A pestilent fellow (v. 5). 

b. An inciter of rebellion (v. 5). 

c. The ringleader of a sect (v. 5). 

d. A profaner of the temple (v. 6). 

To this charge Paul replied in a clear 
and dignified manner, setting forth the 
facts of his life and demanding that his 
adversaries bring proof of their accusa- 
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tion. Felix was greatly moved by Paul’s 
testimony concerning Christ, but post- 
poned decision, expecting to receive a 
bribe from Paul. 

2. Trial before Festus (25:1-12). 

Festus was the successor of Felix. 
Two years have elapsed, but the Jewish 
hatred had not abated. Paul’s foes in 
‘salem sought to have him brought 
there for trial, intending to lie in wait 
and kill him on the way. Festus, willing 
to ; lease the Jews, purposed to send him 
to jerusalem for trial. For this Paul 
rebiiked him, declaring that he very well 
knew that he was innocent. Seeing that 
it was impossible to get justice at the 
is of Festus, he made use of his 
rigit as a Roman citizen and appealed 
to (aesar. Knowing that to go to Jerusa- 
lem meant death and that Festus was too 
muh of a time server to give him a 
squire deal, he appealed to Caesar as a 
last resort. Festus was taken by sur- 
prise and found himself in an embarrass- 
ing position, as he was unable to explain 
to Caesar as to’. why an innocent man 
shold go to Rome for trial. 

3 Trial before Agrippa (25 :13-26 :32). 

Janis was occasioned by the visit to 
Fes':us of Agrippa and Bernice. Upon 
arrival, Festus told them of his 
ilexity. Therefore, they expressed a 
re to hear Paul. Paul gladly made 
defense before them and appealed to 
them to accept Christ. Agrippa felt the 
claims of Christ upon him, but was un- 
wil‘ing to yield. How sad that a man 
should be so near to eternal life and yet

1. The Ship (v. 6). 

It was in a vessel of Alexandria sail- 
ing from Myra to Italy. 

2. The Company (vv. 2, 37). 

Two of Paul’s friends, Aristarchus and 
Luke, were permitted to go with him. 
Besides these three there were 273 in the 
ship. 

3. The Storm (vv. 14-20). 

The ship made little headway on ac- 
count of unfavorable winds. Paul ad- 
vised that they winter in Fair Haven 
(vv. 9-12), but his advice was unheeded. 
The gentle south wind deceived them, so 
they loosed from Crete only to be soon 
overtaken by the tempestuous wind called 
Euroclydon. In verses 14 to 20 we have 
a most graphic description of the storm. 
Tempestuous winds as well as soft breezes 
await God’s faithful ones. 

4. Paul’s Serene Faith (vv. 21-26). 

God is as near to His faithful ones on 
a stormy sea as in the quietude of the 
home. If we are about the Lord’s busi- 
ness, we are as safe in the storm as in 
our homes. Paul was not only calm, but 
bade the people be of good cheer (v. 22). 
He promised them safety though the 
ship would go to pieces. The reason for 
Paul’s calm faith was the appearance of 
an angel with a message from God (vv. 
23, 24). God can and will take care of 
His own property (John 10:28, 29). 

5. The Ship’s Crew Safe (vv. 27-44). 

All turned out as God had promised. 
In spite of a broken ship, brutal soldiers, 


Paul’s Journey to Rome (27:1- 


and an unfaithful crew, God’s word was 
true. 


III. Paul’s Ministry in Rome (Acts 
28:15-31). 


1. Welcomed by the Brethren (v. 15). 

They met him at Appiiforum, a dis- 
tance of about forty miles from Rome. 
This was the first city to thus welcome 
him. It was typical of the welcome that 
was given to the gospel by the Gentile 
world. His readiness to preach the gos- 
pel at Rome was now being realized. 


2. Paul’s Lenient Treatment (v. 16). 

He was allowed to hire a house and 
live apart except being guarded by a 
soldier. Being chained to a soldier was 
rather irksome, but it gave him a chance 
to preach to the soldiers. 


3. Conference with the Leading Jews 
(vv. 17-22). 

He allowed only one day to rest. His 
object was to have a fair understanding 
with the Jews. He explained the reason 
for his being there. The result was 
that the Jews took neutral ground, but 
expressed a desire to hear what Paul 
could say in defense of a sect which was 
evil spoken against. Being spoken 
against was not a guarantee that it was 
wrong. If a thing is right in the sight 
of God that is sufficient. 


4. Paul Preaches Christ (vv. 23-31). 
He expounded the kingdom of God and 
persuaded concerning Jesus (vv. 23-31). 
He pointed out a real kingdom, the mes- 
sianic kingdom, with the historic Jesus as 
the King. The kingdom to Paul meant 
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a definite reign of a definite person, not 
merely an improved state of society. This 
he showed from the Scriptures. He went 
through the Old Testament, carefully 
showing this to be in harmony with the 
teaching of the law and the prophets. 
This was the method his Master had used 
before him (Luke 24:27). This exposi- 
tion lasted from morning till evening, a 
rather long sermon. 
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Paul’s Letter to Philemon 
Philemon 

Golden Text:—There is neither Jew 
nor Greek, there is neither bond nor free, 
there is neither male nor female: for ye 
are all one in Christ Jesus.——Galatians 
3 :28. 

This is a private letter. Philemon was 
a member of the church at Colosse. 
Onesimus, his slave, wronged him, per- 
haps stole from him, and fled to Rome. 
At Rome he came under Paul’s influence 
and was converted. Paul sent Onesimus 
back to Philemon with this letter. This 
is one of the most tactful, tender, and 
beautiful letters ever written, and the 
first anti-slavery petition ever penned. 


I. His Salutation (vv. 1-3). 


In this salutation he refers to himself 
as a prisoner and links Philemon to him- 
self as a fellow laborer in the gospel, 
having as his special aim to touch Phile- 
mon’s heart. He makes mention of Ap- 
phia, Philemon’s wife, and Archippus, the 
son, who had already enlisted as a fel- 
lowsoldier. 


Il. 
4-7). 
Paul paid a fine tribute to Philemon’s 
character, reminding him that he never 
prayed without bearing him up before 
God. ; 
1. His Faith and Love (v. 5). 

It was Paul’s hope and desire that 
Philemon’s faith might bear fruit in 
Jesus Christ. With such an approach, 
the way was open to Philemon’s heart. 

2. His ministry to the saints (v. 7). 

Philemon was most generous in his 
ministry to the poor saints. 


III. Paul’s Request (vv. 8-16). 


He requested Philemon to receive back 
Onesimus the runaway slave as a brother 
in Christ. Note the incomparable deli- 
cacy and courtesy with which Paul ap- 
proaches Philemon. 

1. He Beseeches Instead of Commands 
(vv. 8-10). . 

Though conscious of his right to en- 
join, he pleads as the prisoner of Jesus 
Christ for love’s sake. 

2. He Pleads on the Grounds of Grace 
(vv. 11-14). 

He admitted that Onesimus had been 
unprofitable, had forfeited all claim upon 
Philemon and that on grounds of justice 
his plea might well be rejected, and yet 
because Onesimus was begotten in his 
bonds (v. 10), was in a real sense a part 
of his own suffering nature (v. 12), he 
ventured to suggest that he should be 
accepted. Though Onesimus hitherto had 
been unprofitable to his master, now was 
profitable to both Paul and Philemon. 


Philemon’s Reputation (vv. 





Paul would gladly have retained him as 
a personal attendant, but first sought his 
friend’s permission. 

3. He Urges Reception of Onesimus 
as a Brother (vv. 15, 16). 

Here is the real fugitive slave law. 
Paul never attacked slavery, though it 
was contrary to Christianity and there- 
fore hateful to him, but emphasized prin- 
ciples which destroyed it. The estab- 
lishment of Christianity changes the 
whole face of human society. The wise 
thing to do is to get men and women 
regenerated, and thus transform society 
instead of seeking change by revolution 
Social wrongs can only permanently be 
removed by the creation of a brotherhood 
and can only be realized by faith in 
Jesus Christ. Faith in Jesus Christ 
brings the individual into connection with 
the.source of life. Christ became univer- 
sal Man in order to bring about a real 
brotherhood. In Paul’s request for Ones- 
imus you can hear the pleadings of 
Christ for sinners. All men have broken 
loose, gone astray and have become un- 



































profitable. We are reconciled to God 
through the interceding of Christ. 
Though possessing no merit, He has 





made us profitable. We have been be- 
gotten in His bonds. Through His pas- 
sion, agony of heart, we shall be changed. 
We can see and hear Him now pleading 
our cause before God’s throne for love's 
sake. 

IV. The Basis upon Which Onesi- 
mus Is to Be Received (vv. 17-21). 


The debt of guilty Onesimus is to be 
put to the account of Paul and the merit 
of Paul is to be put to the account of 
















Onesimus. This is a fine illustration of J 
the atonement of Christ. Whatever J 
wrongs we have committed, debts in- 





curred, all our shortcomings are debited 
to Him. Jesus Christ, on behalf of all 
mankind, has said to God, “Put that to 
My account. I have written with My 
pierced hand, I will repay.” What a 
wonderful type this of our redemption! 
All our failures and shortcomings put 
to Christ’s account! Onesimus was tak- 
en back, not as a runaway slave, but as 
a beloved brother in Christ. 











V. Paul Requests Lodging (vv. 22- 
25). 
* He expected a speedy release from im- 
prisonment and purposed to sojourn with 
Philemon. In all probability this was 
realized. What a welcome he must have 
received! Jesus Christ is saying to every 
one of His redeemed ones, “Prepare Me 
a lodging.’ How gladly we should pre- 
pare that place in our hearts for Him.

II Timothy 4:6-18 


Golden Text:—I have fought a good 
fight, I have finished my course, I have 
kept the faith—II Timothy 4:7.

2. A Departure (v. 6). 

“The time of my departure is at hand.”

“Departure” is a nautical 
which signifies the loosing of a 
ship from its moorings in order to enter 
upon its voyage. It is not the end of 
the voyage, but its beginning. It indi- 
that the vessel is outward bound.

should accomplish at Jerusalem. What 
the exodus meant to Israel and more, 
deaih means to the Christian.

2. “I Have Finished My Course.” 


The figure here is that of an athlete 
who sets out to win a race.

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III. Paul’s Forward Look (v. 8). 

This is a beautiful picture of the calm 
and confidence at the end of a period of 
faithful service. Though knowing that 
death was awaiting him, there was no 
dark cloud before him because the glory 
of a finished task rested upon him. 

1. He Saw a Life with God. 

Eternal fellowship with God is a prize 
greatly to be desired. 

2. A Prize Was Waiting Him. 

This reward, a crown of righteousness, 
will be given at the coming of the Lord 
to all who love His appearing. 


IV. Paul’s Associates (vv. 9-12). 

Paul was a very lonely man, though 
faithful to God. To be alone in the 
world is likely to be the experience of 
all who follow hard after God. He 
craved the fellowship and sympathy of 
his fellow-laborers in Christ. 

1. Demas, the Renegade (v. 10). 

Demas has become notorious as one 
who was religious, but because of its 
attractions went after the world. We*® 
are not told what form of worldliness 
got the mastery over him. At any rate 
the love of the world caused him to turn 
his back upon principle, friendship, hon- 
or, and duty. 

2. Luke, the Faithful (v. 11). 

What a comfort it must have been to 
have with him this one faithful soul. 
Perhaps he was the best fitted of all to 
minister unto Paul. Luke was faithful! 
whether in shipwreck, imprisonment, or 
journeying by land or sea. 

3. Mark, the Restored Runaway (v. 
1), 

Mark had gone back, but was restored. 
We do not know how long a time elapsed 
between his running away and his res- 
toration. This is a beautiful picture and 
most comforting. Though we have failed, 
we can redeem ourselves and become 
trustworthy. Every one who has taken 
to heart his failure should be given an- 
other chance. 


V. Personal Matters (vv. 13-18). 

1. Bring the Cloak, Books, and Parch- 
ments (v. 13). 

In the jail the cloak would be needed 
for his comfort. The books and parch- 
ments would be required for his study 
and writing. 

2. Wronged by Alexander, the Cop- 
persmith (vv. 14, 15). 

We have no way of determining just 
when this deed was committed. It was 
given as a warning to this young minis- 
ter, Timothy. 

3. Defended by the Lord Though For- 
saken by Man (vv. 16-18). 

Paul in his last trying hours was like 
his Lord—left alone. He says, “All men 
forsook me.” It was said of Christ that 
all forsook Him and fled. Paul mani- 
fested a like spirit. “I pray God that it 
might not be laid to their charge.” Christ 
said, “Father, forgive them for they know 
not what they do.” Though it was wrong 
for them to leave him alone, he not only 
forgave them, but prayed that the Lord 
might forgive them. Paul had so com- 
pletely lived for Christ and His fellow- 
ship was so complete, that he was not 
alone in this dreadful hour. Let us be 


assured that if we live for Him, He will 
never leave us, but will cheer and 


strengthen us and enable us to complete 
our work.

THE ASPECTS OF THE CROSS 
Galatians 2:20 


Introduction: The Cross is the heart of 
the gospel. It reveals the heart of God, 
and also reveals the heart of man. It was 
the sin of the race—our sin—that crucified 
Christ, so : 

1. Christ Was Crucified by Us. 

This is our condemnation. We wouldn't 
do it again? Many are doing worse. 
Those living in sin after receiving a knowl- 
edge of the gospel, are crucifying afresh 
the Son of God. 

2. Christ Was Crucified for Us. 

This is our salvation. This principle of 
substitutionary sacrifice runs through the 
whole Bible, “For he hath made him to be 
sin for us, who knew no sin; that we might 
be made the righteousness of God in him” 
(II Cor, 5:21). 

3. We Are Crucified with Him. 

This is our sanctification. This is posi- 
tionally and potentially true, when we ac- 
cept Christ as our Saviour, but it becomes 
experimentally true only by a process of 
struggle. We must die to self and self in- 
terests to live to God, and the “old man” 
is hard to conquer. God often helps us 
by manifold afflictions and trials. “Great 
trials make great saints.” The need of the 
hour is a crucified ministry and a crucified 
Church—J. W. Craig.

JOHN WESLEY’S RULES FOR 
SINGING 


John Wesley’s rules for congregational 
singing need to be emphasized frequentiy. 
We believe that there is nothing better 
written, and that attention to these rules 
would greatly improve the congregational 
singing in our churches. 

“Sing all. See that you join with the 
congregation as frequently as you can. Let 
not a slight degree of weariness hinder 
you. If it is a cross for you, take it up, 
and you will find it a blessing. 

“Sing Justily and with a good courage. 
Beware of singing as if you were half 
dead, or half asleep; but lift up your voice 
with strength. Be no more afraid of your 
voice now, nor more ashamed of its being 
heard, than when you sang the songs of 
Satan. 

“Sing modestly. Do not bawl, so as to 
be heard above or distinct from the rest 
of the congregation, that you may not de- 
stroy the harmony; but strive to unite 
your voices together, so as to make one 
clear melodious sound. 


“Sing in time. Whatever time is sung 
be sure to keep with it. Do not run before 
nor stay behind it; but attend close to the 
leading voices, and move therewith as ex- 
actly as you can; and take care not to 
sing too slowly. This drawling way natur- 
ally steals on all who are lazy; and it is 
high time to drive it out from among us, 
and sing all our tunes just as quick as we 
did at first. 

“Above all, sing spiritually. Have an 
eye to God in every word you sing. Aim 
at pleasing Him more than yourself, or 
any other creature. In order to do this, 
attend strictly to the sense of what you 
sing, and see that your heart is not car- 
ried away with the sound, but offered to 
God continually, so shall your singing be 
such as the Lord will approve of here, 
and reward you when He cometh in the 
clouds of heaven.”—Herald of Holiness.

SPIRITUAL DISCERNMENT 

The things of the Spirit . . . are spirit- 
ually discerned—I Corinthians 2:14. 

We need “the things of the Spirit” both 
for life and testimony. There is but one 
way for the believer to enjoy the full 
assurance of sonship and salvation, it is 
by the Spirit, for the Spirit beareth wit- 
ness with our spirit that we are the chil- 
dren of God (Rom. 8:16). 

There is only one way of liberty from 
the bondage of legality and fear, it is by 
the Spirit; for where the Spirit of the 
Lord is there is liberty (II Cor. 3:17); 
and it is only as being “led by the Spirit” 
we are “not under the law” (Gal. 5:18), 
that in practical, daily experience we can 
truly “walk at liberty.” 

Again there is no deliverance from the 
power of indwelling sin, that sin which 
doth so easily beset us, but by the Spirit; 
for “this I say then, walk in the Spirit 
and ye shall not fulfil the lusts of the 
flesh” (Gal. 5:16). 

And for testimony and service we equally 
need “the things of the Spirit,” for we 
must, like those of old, speak as the Spirit 
gives us utterance (Acts 2:4), since in the 
diversity of our many operations it is the 
same Spirit that worketh all in all (I Cor. 
12:4-11). 

How wonderful are these things of the 
Spirit! How fruitful and blessed the life 
and service of those who discern them! 

By the expression “discerning” them is 
intended not merely the understanding of 
them by a mental perception, but the ap- 
preciation and enjoyment of them, the dis- 
covery and knowledge of them as realities 
and facts in our daily word, walk and 
work. 

To have these things of the Spirit as 
an actual possession, as a living force— 
this is to discern them. To discern them 
so as to be filled with the Spirit is to en- 
joy these things in overflowing fulness. 

And how are they discerned? “The 
things of the Spirit are spiritually dis- 
cerned.” 

“Spiritual discernment” may be defined 
as that sensibility of conscience and heart 
that is attentive and quick to respond to 
the will of God as made known by the 
Spirit; that tenderness toward the Word 
of God that is described in Psalms 119: 
161, “My heart standeth in awe of thy 
word,” and again in Isaiah 66:2, where 
the Lord says, “To this man will I look, 
even to him that... trembleth at my 
word.”—George Goodman, in North Af- 
rica.

That is, instead of doing salvation work of 
their own, they make it a practice every- 
where upon the foreign field and in home 
lands to take a short cut and inveigle into 
their folds the new converts and even 
long-standing members of orthodox Chris- 
tian bodies. Since they are “trained con- 
troversialists” on the Sabbath question, 
which is their chief stronghold, the unin- 
formed often fall an easy prey to their 
persistent propaganda. Therefore after a 
careful examination of the false teachings 
of these people, this foreign missionary 
writes in a readable book what he has 
found so that others may be benefited by 
his painstaking studies. Helpful pamph- 
lets and booklets have been written by 
others which are of great value in an- 
swering the false teachings of the Seventh 
Day Adventists, especially with reference 
to the Sabbath, but this in our judgment 
is by far the best book upon the subject.

MEANING OF “SOVIET” 


The word soviet is pronounced so’vyet, 
with the o as in go, the y as in you, and 
the e as in get. Soviet is a Russian word 
meaning “council.” Originally the soviets 
were committees of strikers. In Russia’s 
general strike of 1905, each factory and 
workshop in Moscow and St. Petersburg 
elected its delegates, in ratio of the number 
of workers, who met in a soviet which 
directed the strike. In the revolution of 
1917 the same system was used, and the 
soviets spread to the army and to the vil- 
lages. The soviets were open only to 
workers and peasants, and they were par- 
ticularly hostile to the bourgeoisie. During 
the revolution these soviets took charge of 
the provisional governments; and because 
they represented the people, after Lenin’s 
coup d’état they became a means of gov- 
ernment. Hence the present name of 
Russia—The Union of Socialist Soviet Re- 
publics. 

Because all members of the soviets must 
be members of the Communist Party, 
Soviet system has come to be almost syn- 
onymous with Communism, although it ac- 
tually refers to a form of goverment and 
not to the tenets of a party. The word is 
capitalized when it refers to the system of 
government of the U. S. S. R., or to the 
sovereign body of each of these republics, 
which is called the Congress of Soviets.— 
The Literary Digest.

A SIGNIFICANT CONTEST 


Montgomery Ward & Company of Chi- 
cago recently conducted a coast-to-coast 
contest to determine the public preference 
in type of radio entertainment. More than 
50,500 persons participated in the contest. 
In conjunction with the N. B. C. network 
of stations, this large mail order concern 
offered four types of radio entertainment— 
orchestra music, a series of domestic 
sketches, minstrelsy, and song and senti- 
ment, the last named being the winning 
type. 

The “beautiful thoughts” program, em- 
bracing the old vocal and instrumental fav- 
orites, poems and hymns, according to 
S. W. Jamison, director of Public Relations 
for Montgomery Ward & Company, led 
in popular favor from the start of the con- 
test. The result of the voting has aroused 
considerable discussion among broadcasters 
and others. Experts in the radio field ex- 
pressed belief that the economic depres- 
sion has made the public more serious in 
its thinking, stimulating a desire for more 
inspirational and uplifting entertainment.

jazz popularity. The Ward program, based 
on song and sentiment, and concluded each 
day with a “prayer for today,” elicited 
much favorable comment from all parts of 
the country, and will be continued through 
the remainder of the year. Every state in 
the Union was represented in the contest, 
as were Canadian provinces and several 
European countries. 

This is certainly a significant revelation 
and gives added weight to other reports 
which have come to W-M-B-I from all 
parts of the country as to the eagerness 
with which men and women are listening to 
the gospel message. Such being the case, 
the Radio Department is tremendously 
aware of the added responsibility resting 
upon its ministry in these days, when 
“men’s hearts are failing them for fear,” 
and when they are finding that there are no 
enduring qualities in the things of this

MISSIONARY MEDICAL WORK 


Protestant missions are estimated to 
own and control 858 hospitals with 31,264 
beds. In these, 389,712 patients receive 
medical attention, out of which 198,844 
were operative cases. There are 1,686 
dispensaries in which last year 10,441,539 
consultations were held, while there were 
also 137,152 house visits. There are now 
513 native male doctors and 99 female 
doctors in the various fields, together 
with 2,597 male assistants and 2,861 fe- 
male, besides 1,085 trained nurses. For 
every 25 mission workers there is now 
one medical missionary.—Record of Chris- 
tian Work.
